DIGEST  OF  THE  PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  SIXTH 
INTER-FRATERNITY  CONFERENCE

The  sixth  annual  meeting  of  the  Inter-fraternity  Conference  con- 
vened at  the  University  Club  in  New  York  City  on  Saturday,  No- 
vember 28,  19 1 4.  Thirty-four  fraternities  w^ere  represented  by  112 
members,  making  the  largest  session  thus  far  held.  Prof.  F.  W. 
Shepardson,  the  chairman  called  the  conference  to  order  and  in  his 
address  reviewed  the  achievements  of  the  conference  in  its  five  years 
of  existence.  These  achievements  may  be  briefly  summarized  as  fol- 
lows: 

1.  The  breaking  down  of  the  barriers  of  suspicion  and  jealousy 
which  formerly  marked  the  relationships  of  fraternity  officials. 

2.  The  conceptions  of  the  meaning  and  value  of  fraternities 
have  been  much  ennobled  through  acts  of  service  to  the  college  boys. 

3.  The  influence  of  the  meetings  and  discussions  has  been  trans- 
mitted to  chapter  houses  from  Maine  to  California,  by  the  stimulation 
of  undergraduates  to  increased  endeavor,  higher  standards,  better 
scholarship,  cleaner  living,  etc.,  and  the  breaking  down  of  improper 
rivalries. 

4.  The  strengthening  of  the  position  of  fraternities  with  uni- 
versity and  college  administrative  officers,  through  printed  reports, 
personal  visitation  by  executive  officers,  and  distinct  advances  in  vari- 
ous chapters. 

Prof.  Shepardson  outlined  as  the  work  of  the  future  the  follow- 
ing: 

Through  the  Committee  on  Public  Opinion  the  investigation  of 
reports  of  discontent  and  the  gathering  of  data  for  the  guidance  of 
chapters  where  danger  threatens. 

Through  the  Committee  on  College  Organizations  inimincal  to 
the  best  interests  of  the  fraternities  the  bringing  of  complete  rout  to 
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organizations  for  drinking  and  vulgarity,  the  working  out  in  some 
manner  the  problem  of  dual  membership  in  general  and  professional 
fraternities,  and  the  checking  of  the  high  school  "frat." 

In  conclusion,  Prof.  Shepardson  pointed  out  that  there  was  n 
task  before  the  conference  in  securing  the  hearty  co-operation  of  alum- 
ni members  in  the  movement  for  fraternity  advance — to  secure  the 
sympathy  particularly  of  those  who  look  upon  a  visit  to  the  chapter 
as  an  occasion  for  the  so-called  "good  time." 

The  report  of  the  Secretary,  Mr.  Henry  H.  McCorkle,  showed 
that  he  had  received  a  mass  of  correspondence  during  the  year  from 
fraternity  and  college  authorities,  and  that  all  information  requested 
had  been  given ;  that  the  Executive  Committee  had  investigated  the 
alleged  breach  of  an  inter-fraternity  council  agreement  at  Tulane  Uni- 
versity, and  through  a  local  committee  had  been  endeavoring  to  ad- 
just the  matter. 

The  Executive  Committee,  through  the  Secretary,  made  the  fol- 
lowing recommendations : 

( 1 )  That  hereafter  the  Conference  publish  the  minutes  at  its 
own  expense. 

(2)  That  the  editorial  responsibility  be  placed  upon  an  indi- 
vidual rather  than  upon  a  committee. 

(3)  That  all  committee  reports,  which  are  to  be  printed,  be 
filed  with  the  Secretary,  w^ho  w^ill  have  them  printed  in  uniform  type, 
stock  and  size,  so  that  they  can  be  bound  up  with  the  proceedings  of 
the  Conference  in  an  uniform  volume. 

(4)  That  Section  V.  of  the  Constitution  be  amended  so  as  to 
read : 

(V.)  The  executive  power  of  the  Conference  between  the  an- 
nual meetings  shall  be  vested  in  an  Executive  Committee  consisting 
of  the  Chairman,  the  Secretary,  the  Treasurer  rx-officio,  and  six  oth- 
er members  to  be  elected,  in  two  classes  of  three  members  each,  to 
serve  for  a  term  of  two  years,  in  such  a  manner  that  three  of  them 
shall  be  chosen  annually. 

The  Treasurer's  report  was  in  brief,  as  follows:

The  Committee  on  Relations  Between  Colleges  and  Fraterni- 
ties reported  that  it  had  addressed  a  questionnaire  to  79  colleges,  and 
from  the  replies  "several  things  are  clear,"  as  follows: 
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( 1 )  That  the  whole  question  of  fraternities  in  the  colleges, 
their  present  and  potential  value  to  the  colleges  and  to  the  students, 
has  been  undergoing  a  very  general  reconsideration  by  the  colleges. 

(2)  That  the  relations  between  the  colleges  and  the  fraterni- 
ties have  been  growing  much  more  cordial ;  that  there  is  a  more  gen- 
eral recognition  among  the  colleges  of  the  fact  that  the  fraternity  k 
an  educational  influence  worthy  of  cultivation,  and,  when  cultivated, 
productive  of  valuable  results,  however  ill-informed  certain  legisla- 
tors and  others  may  remain ;  and  that  the  influence  of  the  fraternities 
in  the  colleges  is  quite  generally  regarded  by  the  colleges  themselves 
as  increasing  in  wholesomeness. 

(3)  That  there  is  a  marked  tendency  on  the  part  of  the  col- 
leges to  exercise  an  increased  supervision  over  the  fraternities,  this 
supervision  taking  the  form  of  definite  regulation  to  some  extent,  but 
still  more  exercising  itself  in  informal  ways,  by  conference  and  sug- 
gestion. 

(4)  That  especially  are  the  colleges  seeking  to  raise  scholar- 
ship standards  among  the  students  by  cultivating  a  rivalry  in  scholas- 
tic standing  between  the  various  fraternities,  by  the  publication,  much 
more  frequently  than  heretofore,  of  comparative  tables,  and  also  by 
bringing  fraternity  influences  to  bear  on  individual  delinquents;  and 

(5)  That  the  fraternities  themselves,  graduates  and  under- 
graduates, welcome  the  tendency  to  make  these  student  groups  more 
useful  in  their  respective  communities,  and  are  meeting  the  colleges 
more  than  half  way ;  and  that  they  are  quite  willing  to  submit  to  such 
supervision  and  regulation  as  the  college  authorities  may  properly  ex- 
ercise, this  side  of  prohibition,  violation  of  privacy  in  matters  which  do 
not  aiifect  the  college,  or  serious  interference  with  a  wholesome  sys- 
tem of  self-government. 

After  giving  a  very  detailed  account  of  the  answers  received  in 
the  questionnaire,  the  committee  submitted  the  following  recommenda- 
tions : 

The  general  tendency  toward  co-operation  between  the  colleges 
and  fraternities  in  meeting  criticism  of  student  short-comings  and  in 
rectifying  the  conditions  criticised  is  exceedingly  gratifying.  There 
seems  to  be  nothing  new  to  recommend  in  this  connection.  The  pres- 
ent status  should  be  continued  and  the  movement  expedited  by  the 
spread  of  information  and  by  persistent  effort  on  the  part  of  both  col- 
leges and  fraternities  to  continue  the  movement  and  to  apply  to  con- 
crete cases  in  practical  ways  the  manifest  desire  of  both  colleges  and 
fraternities  to  be  mutually  helpful. 

Moreover,  the  colleges,  and  those  directing  collegiate  activities, 
whether  in  or  out  of  legislatures,  should  exercise  some  patience,  and 
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apply  to  student  problems  the  common  sense  they  would  apply  to  un- 
satisfactory conditions  in  other  walks  in  life,  social,  economic  or  politi- 
cal. They  w^ould  not  expect  to  change  such  conditions  over  night. 
If  intelligently  prosecuted,  their  inquiry  would  be  directed  tow^ard  ( i ) 
what  are  the  causes  of  existing  conditions;  (2)  what  are  the  present 
tendencies — toward  improvement  or  the  reverse;  (3)  what  can  we 
do  to  expedite  wholesome  tendencies  or  retard  the  unwholesome ; 
and  (4)  what  is  the  ultimate  goal  toward  which  movement  should  be 
directed,  and  why?  They  would  not  expect  to  arrive  immediately 
on  setting  out.  And  above  all,  they  would  expect  to  build  upon  the 
past,  rather  than  tear  down.  Evolution,  rather  than  revolution, 
would  be  their  method. 

In  this  connection  mention  should  be  made  of  the  fact  that  sev- 
eral colleges  have  made  timely  contributions  by  way  of  reports  and 
articles  toward  the  ultimate  solution  of  the  common  problems  con- 
fronting them  and  the  fraternities.  One  may  be  specially  noticed, 
"A  Report  on  Inter-Fraternity  Relations  of  Dartmouth  College" 
giving  the  history  of  the  experiments  made  by  Dartmouth's  fraterni- 
ties with  a  postponed  rushing  season.  A  discussion  of  this  problem 
would  be  of  place  in  this  report,  but  the  existence  of  such  data  in 
printed  form,  and  the  fact  that  further  information  on  the  subject 
may  be  had  by  inquiry  of  the  officers  of  this  Inter-Fraternity  Con- 
ference (men's  fraternities)  and  of  the  National  Pan-Hellenic  Con- 
gress (women's  fraternities),  suggests  the  desirability  of  colleges 
which  are  considering  specific  fraternity  problems,  making  full  in- 
quiry as  to  whether  the  experience  of  other  colleges  is  accessible  for 
their  consideration. 

In  thus  summarizing  the  situation  and  making  suggestions  for 
the  future,  this  committee  would  emphasize  two  things: 

First,  the  necessity  of  leadership  in  the  practical  and  concrete 
steps  to  be  taken,  often  informally  exercised,  but  nevertheless  real. 
In  the  nature  of  things,  this  must  come  from  the  colleges  themselves. 
Who  else  can  do  the  work  so  efficiently,  or  with  a  more  consistent 
policy?  Is  it  not,  moreover,  one  of  the  things  that  the  colleges  are 
for? 

Second,  the  desirability  that  the  college  authorities,  in  those 
states  where  legislative  interference  with  a  purely  collegiate  problem 
is  threatened,  shall  assert  their  right  to  solve  such  problems  them- 
selves, without  the  embarrassment  of  a  legislative  fight  which  takes 
into  consideration  only  a  few  of  the  many  elements  involved. 

The  committee  was  thereupon  discharged,  with  a  vote  of  ap- 
preciation from  the  conference. 

The   Committee  on  Local   Interfraternity  Councils     submitted 
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its  report.  This  committee  made  "an  endeavor  to  ascertain  *  * 
*  the  conditions  concerning  the  existence,  administration,  mem- 
bership, control  and  experience  of  local  Inter-Fraternity  councils  at 
the  various  colleges  where  the  fraternity  system  was  represented  by 
chapters,"  but  owing  to  conditions  at  various  institutions  it  was 
deemed  advisable  to  wait  until  November  i,  1 91 4,  before  sending 
out  a  questionnaire.  Questions  were  sent  to  156  colleges,  and  from 
the  answers  the  committee  learned  the  institutions  where  there  exist- 
ed, or  do  not  exist,  local  inter-fraternity  councils,  the  form  and  pow- 
ers thereof,  and  where  not  existing  the  reasons  if  known,  at  what  in- 
stitutions the  local  councils  regulate  rushing,  and  whether  the  ef- 
forts so  to  do  have  been  successful  or  not.  All  of  these  data  w^ere 
put  in  tabulated  form  in  the  report.  The  committee,  in  reply  to  its 
request  for  suggestions,  received  the  following: 

Keep  politics  out  of  such  council. 

Abolish  any   form  of  pre-matriculation  pledging. 

No  one  ought  to  be  pledged  until  he  passes  in  enough  work  to 
show  that  he  can  remain  in  college. 

Invitations  to  membership  in  the  fraternities  should  be  on  a 
more  dignified  basis. 

The  council  i^hould  be  backed  up  by  the  college  authorities. 

Find  some  w^iy  to  make  a  disagreeable  chapter  behave  courte- 
ously. 

Make  the  fraternities  cease  encouraging  the  local  chapters  when 
they  break  the  rules  and  play  smart. 

Don't  attempt  to  regulate  High  School  fraternities. 

Pay  no  attention  to  a  candidate's  previous  membership  in  a 
High  School  society. 

Pledges  ought  to  pass  in  a  certain  amount  of  work  before  ini- 
tiation. 

The  council  ought  to  have  some  real  power  to  prevent  any 
chapter  acting  unfairly. 

The  above,  however,  are  merely  individual  suggestions.  A  very 
general  suggestion  which  was  made  by  over  seventy  of  those  who  re- 
plied to  the  questions  asked  was  that  some  method  should  be  devised 
by  which  an  adequate  punishment  could  be  inflicted  for  a  violation 
of  the  council  rules  relating  to  rushing  or  to  any  other  serious  matter. 

Concerning  the  question  of  punishment  the  committee  said : 

It  is  *  *  *  obvious  that  any  form  of  penalty  or  pun- 
ishment which  can  be  devised  should,  under  all  circumstances,  pro- 
vide for  the  retention  of  an  offending  chapter  under  the  jurisdiction 
and  control  of  the  local  council. 

But   the  dilemma  which   arises  is  this:     No   fraternity  chapter 
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should  be  punished  in  such  a  way  as  to  threaten  its  existence  or  de- 
prive it  of  the  financial  support  of  its  members.  If  either  of  these 
results  ensue  from  a  punishment  inflicted  for  instance,  by  forbidding^ 
it  either  initiate  members  or  to  compel  it  to  suspend  its  functions  and 
thus  deprive  it  of  its  income,  then  of  course  the  general  fraternity  to 
which  it  belongs  fears  the  extinction  of  the  chapter  and  comes  to  its 
support  from  an  instinctive  feeling  of  loyalty  and  under  the  impulse 
to  "help  a  brother  in  distress"  seriously  injures  the  effect  of  any  such 
punishment  and  gives  the  offending  chapter  a  moral  support  which 
it  should  not  have. 

Imposing  fines  upon  a  chapter  seems  also  to  be  rather  inade- 
quate. If  the  chapter  is  composed  of  wealthy  members,  a3  is  fre- 
quently the  case,  the  fine  is  paid  without  any  particular  difficulty,  and 
in  almost  any  case,  unless  the  fine  imposed  is  so  large  as  to  shock  the 
sense  of  fairness  of  the  members  of  the  college  community,  it  has  lit- 
tle or  no  effect  as  a  punishment. 

In  any  case,  if  a  violation  of  the  rushing  rules  results  in  a  fra- 
ternity chapter  being  able  to  pledge  men  unfairly,  whatever  punish- 
ment is  inflicted  should  include  a  prohibition  against  the  initiation  of 
those  particular  pledges,  at  least,  for  a  limited  time.  It  would  seem 
that  possibly  the  most  efficacious  punishment  which  could  be  devised 
would  be  to  deprive  an  offending  chapter  of  the  right  to  participate 
in  athletic  or  other  college  activities  for  a  certain  time.  This  would 
wound  the  pride  and  weaken  the  prestige  of  the  offending  chapter 
without  threatening  its  existence  or  depriving  it  of  financial  support. 
However,  this  is  merely  a  suggestion  made  by  the  committee. 

Unless  the  members  of  the  inter-fraternity  council  at  any  college 
are  able,  through  the  existence  of  a  spirit  of  college  loyalty,  to  secure 
the  moral  sanction  of  the  undergraduates  to  the  infliction  of  punish- 
ment for  infractions  of  its  rule,  they  should  seek  the  assistance  of  the 
college  authorities,  that  is,  either  the  faculty  or  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees, or  both.  There  are  a  few  colleges  where  the  students  have  be- 
come accustomed  to  principles  of  self-government  and  can  be  trust- 
ed to  handle  a  situation  of  this  kind  adequately,  but  in  many  colleges, 
in  order  to  be  successful,  the  power  to  punish  must  either  come  from 
above  and  be  sanctioned  and  upheld  by  the  college  authorities  or  by 
the  authority  of  the  fraternities  concerned.  The  latter  alternative 
would  naturally  be  the  most  desirable  from  the  standpoint  of  the 
members  of  this  body. 

The  committee  gives  with  its  report  the  details  of  local  inter- 
fraternity  agreements  of  some  14  institutions,  which  afford  available 
data  for  a  comparative  study  of  these  agreements  and  ideas  on  which 
to  prepare  new  agreements.     The  committee  has     in     its     possession 
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copies  of  the  constitutions  and  by-laws     of     such     organizations     in 
about  50  colleges  in  all. 

The  Committee  on  Uniform  System  of  Chapter  House  Account- 
ing reported  that  16  fraternities  have  adopted  and  are  using  the  coii- 
ference  plan.  This  committee  was  discharged  with  a  vote  of  ap- 
preciation. 

The  recommendation  of  the  Executive  Committee,  heretofore 
set  forth  in  the  report  of  the  Secretary,  that  the  constitution  be 
amended,  was  unanimously  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  College  Organizations  Antagonistic  to  Fra- 
ternity Ideals  reported,  through  its  chairman  Mr.  James  B.  Curtis, 
that  the  following  results  have  been  obtained  with  reference  to  the 
prohibition  against  T.  N.  E.:

The  committee  further  reported  that  an  inter-fraternity  organiza- 
tion known  as  "Quo  Vadis"  had  been  discovered.  This  organiza- 
tion was  founded  at  the  University  of  Missouri,  October  13,  1906, 
and  its  requirements  for  membership  is  that  the  candidate  "bum"  his 
way  1,000  miles.  Attention  was  called,  so  that  members  of  the  con- 
ference could  be  on  their  guard,  to  two  clubs,  one  known  as  "Deru" 
at  Northwestern  University,  and  the  other  as  "Pachamachanan"  at 
the  University  of  Kansas,  both  political  organizations.  The  commit- 
tee submitted  the  following  resolution,  which  was  unanimously 
adopted : 

Resolved:  That  the  Inter-Fraternity  Conference  receives  with 
approval  the  report  of  progress  made  in  prohibiting  membership  in 
Theta  Nu  Epsilon  and  recommends  that  the  members  of  this  Con- 
ference continue  their  opposition. 

Be  It  Further  Resolved:  That  it  views  with  disapproval  such 
organizations  as  Quo  Vadis  at  the  University  of  Missouri,  which  is 
believed  to  be  an  inter-fraternity  organization,  and  recommends  that 
it  be  watched  there  and  wherever  it  may  appear,  and  further  recom- 
mends that  the  fraternities  having  chapters  where  it  exists  seriously 
consider  prohibiting  membership  in  it. 

Be  It  Further     Resolved:     That     inter-fraternity     fraternities. 
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clubs  and  organizations  have  been  found  useless  and  detrimental  to 
the  best  interests  of  the  Greek  letter  fraternities. 

The  committee  was  discharged  with  an  expression  of  apprecia- 
tion by  the  conference. 

The  Committee  on  Relations  Between  General  College  Fra- 
ternities and  Professional  Fraternities  reported  that  advice  had  been 
received  that  there  was  in  process  of  formation  a  Medical  Inter-Fra- 
ternity Conference  along  the  same  lines  upon  which  this  conference 
was  formed,  and  that  information  had  come  that  steps  have  been 
taken  to  form  a  Legal  Inter-Fraternity  Conference.  The  committee 
submitted  the  following  resolution,  which  was  unanimously  adopted : 

Resolved:  That  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Inter-Frater- 
nity Conference  at  once  enter  into  correspondence  with  the  several 
Medical  and  Legal  Fraternities,  with  the  view  of  co-operating  in  any 
way  we  can  in  the  formation  of  a  Medical  Inter-Fraternity  and  a 
Legal  Inter-Fraternity  Conference. 

The  committee  was  discharged  from  further  duties. 

A  report  of  a  special  committee  outlining  the  steps  that  have 
been  taken  in,  and  giving  the  present  status  of  the  case  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  Mississippi  vs.  Waugh,  now  pending 
in  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  was  read,  the  report  filed, 
and  the  committee  discharged. 

The  Committee  on  Chapter  House  Conditions  presented  an  ex- 
haustive report  based  on  117  replies  received  to  a  questionnaire,  sub- 
mitting ten  questions  intended  to  bring  out  the  cost  of  living  in  chap- 
ter houses  as  compared  to  dormitories,  giving  attention  to  the  general 
control  exercised  over  chapter  houses.     The  report  says : 

These  (replies)  indicate  very  wide  differences  of  practice  in  al- 
most every  department  of  Chapter  House  activity.  Some  Chapter 
Houses  are  evidently  very  highly  organized,  are  controlled  by  very 
detailed  rules,  while  others  seem  to  be  still  in  a  very  primitive  con- 
dition of  government.  Indeed  it  appears  as  if  the  work  done  by 
this  Conference  in  the  matter  of  devising  a  standard  method  of  Chap- 
ter accounting  might  possibly  be  extended  to  the  development  and 
promulgation  of  a  system  of  Chapter  House  organization  and  govern- 
ment. 

Those  Chapter  Houses  which  are  not  fully  organized  are  too 
apt  to  be  dependent;  upon  the  character  and  personality  of  a  single 
man.  If  that  man  is  a  senior  and  he  lacks  qualities  of  leadership  or 
is  deficient  in  moral  fibre,  the  entire  Chapter  must  suffer  unduly  by 
that  circumstance.  Those  of  us  who  have  observed  the  life  of  vari- 
ous Chapters  in  a  single  institution  must  have  noticed  how  they  have 
their  periods  of  success  and  failure,  their  ups  and  downs,  and  how 
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these  fluctations  seem  to  depend  upon  the  personality  of  some  feu- 
men  who  happen  to  be  at  the  head  of  affairs  at  the  time.  A  high  de- 
gree of  Chapter  organization,  and  especially  with  organized  Alumni 
co-operation,  must  lesson  considerably  the  extent  of  these  fluctuations. 

The  report  concludes  as  follows : 

Summing  up  these  opinions  it  appears  that  those  Chapters  are 
best  which  are  most  highly  organized  and  in  which  the  conduct  of 
the  individual  members  is  regulated  and  controlled  by  rules  strictly 
enforced.  As  has  been  said  frequently  in  these  reports  the  Chapter 
House  is  the  student's  home  and  his  w^elfare  should  be  as  carefully 
guarded  while  a  resident  there  as  it  was  in  the  home  which  he  left 
when  he  came  to  college.  The  organization  of  each  Chapter  shouhl 
be  such  as  to  foster  in  its  members  the  best  that  is  in  them  in  scholar- 
ship, in  student  activities  and  in  social  intercourse,  and  any  fra- 
ternity Chapter  that  fails  in  any  one  of  these  ideals  is  delinquent  in 
its  duty  toward  its  men,  whatever  may  be  its  public  reputation  or 
standing  among  its  fellows. 

We  believe  that  to  assist  those  chapters  that  are  less  wtII  orga- 
nized and,  possibly,  those  fraternities  that  have  not  yet  given  much  at- 
tention to  this  subject,  the  Inter-Fraternity  Conference  might  very 
well  make  a  more  systematic  study  of  the  entire  subject  of  organiza- 
tion than  we  have  been  able  to  do,  with  a  view  to  the  formulation 
and  publication  of  an  adequate  standard  system  of  Chapter  House 
organization  for  the  use  and  convenience  of  all  who  may  be  inter- 
ested. While  such  a  system  might  not  be  adopted  by  any  one  chap- 
ter of  a  single  fraternity,  yet  it  might  and  probably  would  include 
some  features  that  should  be  helpful  in  one  way  or  another  to  all  of 
us. 

This  committe  was  continued. 

A  recess  was  taken  for  luncheon,  at  which  76  of  those  attending 
the  conference  were  present. 

Upon  reconvening  there  w^as  read  a  report  of  the  Executive 
Committee  upon  "Obligations  of  Graduate  Fraternity  Men  Toward 
Their  Undergraduate  Fellows."  This  report  recited  many  actual 
incidents  of  internal  improvement  of  the  fraternities  through  the  ef- 
forts of  travelling  secretaries,  of  efforts  to  eradicate  the  evil  of  ac- 
counts receivable  left  unpaid  by  graduating  members  on  the  books  of 
the  chapters,  of  the  improvement  in  behavior  about  chapter  houses, 
of  improvement  in  scholarship,  of  the  increase  of  chapter  periodicals, 
and  quoted  words  of  commendation  of  the  fraternities  by  college  ex- 
ecutives in  the  use  and  support  of  fraternities  in  disciplinary  measures 
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and  other  worth-while  objects.  The  committee  was  authorized  to 
present  an  additional  report  at  the  next  meeting. 

The  Committee  on  Public  Opinion  reported  that  in  four  States 
hostile  action  to  fraternities  will  be  sought — Wisconsin,  Indiana, 
Texas,  and  Iowa.  Conditions  in  Ohio,  Alabama,  Kansas  and  Min- 
nesota as  to  interference  were  also  briefly  referred  to.  This  commit- 
tee was  continued. 

The  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Relations  Between  Colleges 
and  Fraternities,  referring  to  the  report  last  mentioned,  "suggested 
(quoting  from  the  Minutes)  that  we  endeavor  to  emphasize  the  im- 
portance of  a  solution  of  fraternity  problems  in  educational  institu- 
tions by  the  institutions  themselves  rather  than  by  the  legislatures. 
This  could  be  done  by  inducing  the  college  authorities  to  appeal  to 
the  legislature  to  be  allowed  to  solve  the  collegiate  problems  in  their 
own  way,  upon  the  principle  of  home  rule."  This  suggestion  was 
unanimously  approved. 

The  following  resolution  was  offered  and  unanimously  adopted: 

Resolved:  That  a  sensitive  regard  for  the  badge  and  pledge 
button  of  one  Fraternity  by  every  other  is  essential  to  the  establish- 
ment and  maintenance  of  that  comity  which  ought  to  prevail  among 
the  organizations  represented,  or  entitled  to  be  represented,  in  this 
Conference,  and  that  any  action  which  tends  to  alienate  a  member  or 
pledge  of  one  Fraternity  for  the  purpose  of  securing  the  transfer  of 
his  allegiance  to  another,  is  unqualifiedly  condemned  by  this  Confer- 
ence as  subversive  of  every  principle  of  honor  and  brotherhood ;  and 
be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  this  Conference  hereby  urgently  recommends  to 
the  Fraternities  having  membership  herein  that  they  revise  their 
laws  of  government — if  such  revision  be  necessary — so  as  to  render 
impossible  the  pledging  or  initiation  of  persons  already  wearing  the 
pledge  button  or  badge  of  another  intercollegiate  fraternity  of  like 
character  who  have  not  been  honorably  released  or  dismissed  from 
pledge  or  from  membership  therein ;  and  also  so  as  to  enable  the 
prompt  and  effective  correction  of  any  attempted  violation  of  the  in- 
tegrity of  another  Fraternity  and  the  punishment  of  the  offenders,  by 
national  officers ;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  forwarded  by  the 
Secretary  to  the  executive  officers  of  the  Fraternities  represented  in 
this  Conference. 

The  following  resolution  was  offered  and  after  discussion  un- 
nanimously  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Local  Inter-Fraternity  Coun- 
cils in  the  colleges  be  requested  to  ascertain  the  conditions  as  regards 
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local  councils  in  the  various  colleges  in  which  the  members  of  this 
Conference  have  chapters;  and,  wherever  the  Committee  finds  that 
there  is  no  local  council  or  that  a  local  council  has  been  in  operation 
and  subsequently  been  abandoned,  it  shall  report  that  fact  to  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  of  this  Conference,  which  Committee  is  hereby 
charged  to  make  such  investigations  and  recommendations  through 
the  college  authorities  and  through  the  Executive  Officers  of  the  fra- 
ternities as  may  lead  to  a  lasting  Inter-Fraternity  agreement  in  each 
college. 

An  effort  was  made  to  invite  into  the  conference  men's  local 
fraternities  of  fifteen  years'  standing  or  more — the  representatives  of 
such  to  have  the  privilege  the  floor  but  no  vote — but  the  resolution 
providing  for  such  action  was  lost. 

After  discussion  the  following  resolution  was  unanimously 
adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  Inter-Fraternity  Conference  affirms  its  con- 
viction that  each  fraternity  here  represented  should  continue  its  ef- 
forts to  foster  an  increasingly  high  standard  of  scholarship  through- 
out its  chapters  and  that  the  Executive  Committee  invite  the  co-oper- 
ation of  college  authorities  in  this  endeavor  and  interest  such  authori- 
ties in  this  phase  of  Fraternity  Efficiency,  and  to  this  end  that  the 
Chairman  appoint  a  committee  to  investigate  the  relation  of  fraterni- 
ties to  collegiate  student  scholarship,  and,  through  that  investigation, 
to  attempt  to  formulate  an  acceptable  form  of  scholarship  report,  the 
report  of  the  Committee  to  be  made  at  the  next  Inter-Fraternity  Con- 
ference. 

The  following  resolution  was  offered  and  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  the  Inter-Fraternity  Confer- 
ence that  it  would  promote  harmonious  relations  between  the  frater- 
nities and  their  common  ideals  if  the  fraternities  here  represented 
would  invite  the  traveling  secretaries  and  other  national  officers  to 
interest  themselves  in  the  chapters  of  all  the  fraternities  of  the  insti- 
tutions they  may  visit,  and  that  we  request  all  our  undergraduates  to 
give  these  officials  a  respectful  hearing. 

A  resolution  that  the  conference  "urge  upon  its  members  a  con- 
sistent attention  to  the  religious  activities  of  the  several  colleges  in 
which  their  chapters  are  located"  was,  after  a  brief  discussion,  lost. 

The  following  resolution  w^as  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  this  Conference  disapproves  of  the  use  of  alco- 
holic beverages  in  the  Chapter  Houses  of  College  Fraternities. 

The  Committee  on  Nominations  then  submitted  the  following 
nominations:

and  these  gentlemen  were  duly  elected. 

A  vote  of  thanks,  by  standing  vote,  was  given  Prof.  Shepardson, 
the  retiring  chairman,  for  his  long  and  efficient  service  as  secretary 
for  five  years,  and  for  one  year  as  chairman. 
The  conference  then  adjourned. 

Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  was  represented  at  the  conference  by  Mr. 
Otto  G.  Reumann,  District  Deputy;  Mr.  William  L.  Phillips, 
Grand  Secretary;  Mr.  John  Calvin  Griffin,  Grand  President;  and 
Mr.  Joseph  R.  Curl,  of  the  The  Journal  stai¥. 


Taking  advantage  of  the  occasion  of  the  Inter-Fraternity  Con- 
ference the  fraternity  traveling  secretaries  held  their  second  meeting 
at  the  Yale  Club  in  New  York  City  on  the  evening  of  November  27, 
1 91 4.  From  Bantas  Greek  Exchange  we  take  the  following  account 
of  the  meeting: 

Eleven  men  who  are  devoting  all  or  a  major  portion  of  their 
time  to  fraternity  work  gathered  for  an  informal  dinner  and  to  ex- 
change ideas  and  suggestions  gathered  in  their  trips  of  visitation  to 
practically  all  the  institutions  of  higer  learning  in  the  United  States 
and  Canada.       *        *        *        * 

Frank  Rogers,  Manager  of  the  Central  Office  of  Delta  Tau 
Delta  presided,  and  in  his  usual  happy  manner  called  upon  each  of 
the  'Traternity  Hired  Men,"  as  he  dubbed  them  to  contribute  from, 
his  fund  of  fraternity  and  collegiate  information  something  that 
would  be  of  value  to  the  rest.  Until  after  two  o'clock  in  the  morn- 
ing there  passed  back  and  forth  across  the  table  enough  interesting 
experiences  to  fill  a  large  volume.  Each  man  was  ready  with  scores 
of  incidents  to  illustrate  the  importance  and  effectiveness  of  the  con- 
structive work  that  is  being  carried  on  by  men  who  are  making  fra- 
ternity work  a  business  just  as  men  are  making  Y.  M.  C.  A.  w^ork 
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and  Associated  Charities  work  a  business.  Each  told  frankly  of  con- 
ditions he  had  met  with  which  had  handicapped  him  in  securing  best 
results  and  each  tried  to  offer  some  suggestions  which  might  prove  of 
value  to  his  fellow  workers  in  similar  situations.  Each  expressed 
the  opinion  that  constructive  work  in  any  particular  fraternity  was 
bound  to  have  its  effect  in  strengthening  the  general  fraternity  situa- 
tion and  each  was  most  anxious  to  co-operate  in  any  movement  in 
that  direction.  The  result  was  that  a  feeling  of  cordial  good  will 
and  confidence  was  engendered  among  the  men  present  which  will 
serve  as  the  foundation  upon  which  to  establish  an  interchange  of 
courtesies,  advice  and  information  which  will  be  very  beneficial  to  the 
entire  Greek-letter  world. 

No  formal  organization  was  effected,  nor  is  one  to  be  desired. 
It  was  generally  agreed,  however,  that  similar  meetings  should  be 
held  each  year,  one  at  the  time  of  the  Interfraternity  Conference  and 
one  at  the  close  of  the  college  year  in  June  when  the  traveling  secre- 
taries will  have  just  returnifd  from  their  trips  about  the  country  with 
their  experiences  fresh  in  mind  and  with  a  valuable  store  of  informa- 
tion to  exchange.  Mr.  Rogers  was  delegated  to  issue  a  call  for  the 
next  meeting. 


Another  meeting  occasioned  by  the  Interfraternity  Conference 
was  the  Fifth  Annual  Dinner  of  Fraternity  Editors,  which,  to  quote 
from  Banta's  Greek  Exchange,  was  eaten  at  the  Salamagundi  Club 
of  New  York  City,  the  evening  of  November  28.  The  attendance 
was  numerically  the  largest  in  the  series,  there  being  twentj^-eight 
journalists  present.  Not  all  of  them  are  actively  at  work  now,  but 
those  who  have  laid  down  the  quill  evidently  look  with  eyes  of  long- 
ing over  the  fields  they  once  digged  in.  Seventeen  fraternity  maga- 
zines were  on  the  exchange  list  that  evening. 

It  is  surely  a  great  pity  that  certain  sorts  of  fraternity  brethren 
who  most  vex  the  souls  of  our  editors,  and  our  managers  could  not 
hear  how  their  sins  are  viewed  by  the  vexed  ones.  Of  course  the 
purpose  of  the  meeting  is  social,  but  such  a  group  of  men  can  never 
gather  without  talking  shop. 
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Human  life  is  at  once  a  blessing  and  a  mystery.  When  it  seems 
as  if  man  had  solved  all  its  problems  and  reduced  life  to  definite  clear 
stated  laws,  the  sudden  and  unexpected  has  at  once  upset  all  hie  A^ell 
made  calculations.  There  is  a  changeableness  and  infinite  variety 
that  is  ever  setting  at  defiance  our  orderly  methods  of  proceedure. 
The  beautiful  similie  of  Shellev  is  surelv  true — "Life  like  a  dome  of 
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many  colored  glass,  stains  the  white  radiance  of  eternity."  In  the 
maze  of  changing  moods  and  feelings,  of  quick  activity  and  quiet 
thought,  life  is  indeed  like  the  rich  mosiac  window  with  its  manj" 
varying  colors  and  quiet  harmonies  and  yet  this  only  comes  because 
the  sunlight  shows  an  ever  changing  beauty  in  the  pictured  glass.  One 
of  the  most  ordinary  ways  in  which  these  contradictions  of  life  ap- 
pear is  the  real  separation  that  exists  between  its  inner  and  outer 
orders.  What  we  see  of  an  individual  may  not  be  what  he  really  is 
if  it  were  possible  to  look  into  his  very  soul.  It  is  the  wide  chasm 
existing  between  these  two  aspects  of  every  individual's  life  which 
makes  it  difficult  to  reduce  its  activity  to  certain  definite  and  fixed 
rules  of  behaviour.  The  outer  world,  composed  of  the  facts  that 
daily  force  themselves  upon  us,  is  open  to  inspection  and  classifica- 
tion but  back  of  the  objects  external,  and  giving  to  them  power  and 
beauty  is  an  inner  life  of  the  spirit  w^hich  reaches  beyond  the  bound- 
aries of  'the  things  that  are  seen.'  Within,  what  a  vast  infinite  sphere 
of  hope  and  longing,  of  glamor  and  mystery.  This  soul  life  how 
wonderful  it  is!  In  circumstances  that  seem  hard  and  narrow,  it 
may  yet  have  its  vision ;  even  when  the  outward  scenes  are  mean  and 
sordid  it  may  still  behold  "that  light  which  never  was  on  sea  or 
land."  History  reveals  one  long  effort  to  bring  these  two  aspects  of 
life  together.  To  express  these  inner  hopes  and  longings  in  the  hard 
matter  of  fact  experiences  of  the  material  world,  has  ever  been  one 
of  the  mind's  greatest  endeavors.  The  final  result  of  this  has  been 
that  man  in  his  supreme  effort  to  make  known  this  life  of  the  spirit 
has  been  forced  to  resort  to  symbol  and  picture  in  order  to  give  some 
adequate  expression  to  the  larger  life  that  wells  up  within.  Poetr^^ 
is  everywhere  filled  with  the  beauty  of  this  symbolism  and  it  touches 
us  because  it  so  truly  expresses  the  longings  we  have  found  in  our 
own  hearts.  Outward  objects  take  on  new  meanings  as  they  reflect 
the  light  of  an  inward  leap  of  the  spirit  after  truth.  The  poetry  of 
Wordsworth  will  hold  a  place  forever  in  men's  hearts  because  in  a 
pre-eminent  way  it  has  expressed  the  yearnings  of  our  spirit,  in  the 
facts  and  experiences  of  every  day  life.  Perhaps  nowhere  is  this 
stated  more  beautifully  than,  when  speaking  of  a  simple  homely  flow- 
er that  has  become  transfigured  because  of  some  deep  spiritual  mean- 
ing, he  exclaims,  "to  me  the  meanest  flower  that  blows  can  give 
thoughts  that  do  often  lie  too  deep  for  tears."  Longfellow  also  ex- 
presses this  same  meaning  when  he  says, 

"All  things  are  symbols ;  the  external  shows 
Of  Nature  have  their  image  in    the    mind." 
If  it  is  true  that  as  the  consciousness  of  man  enlarges  this  sym- 
bolic expression  of  nature  grows  more  significant,  then  in  our  colleges 
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one  of  the  finer  values  of  education  should  be  a  growing  power  to 
find  the  real  truth  submerged  beneath  the  surface  of  our  ordinary  ex- 
periences, to  recognize  the  vital  meaning  hidden  in  the  commonplaces 
of  daily  thought  and  life.  In  the  general  intellectual  work  of  the 
college  this  proves  itself  true  and  we  also  see  an  example  of  it  in  the 
large  place  which  form  and  symbol  occupy  in  the  activities  of  college 
life,  and  this  is  due  not  to  chance  or  accident  but  rather  as  one  form 
of  the  desire  to  give  some  adequate  expression  to  the  large  thoughts 
that  are  arising  in  the  mind  of  the  student.  The  various  classes,  lit- 
erary socities,  most  forms  of  college  activity  take  names  or  symbols 
that  are  expressive  of  the  ideals  and  aspirations  of  those  composing 
the  group. 

One  of  the  growing  forms  of  this  symbolism  in  college  life  has 
been  the  organization  of  societies  that  aimed,  originally  at  least,  to 
express  something  of  the  high  ideals  given  by  that  people  who  were 
most  surely  the  founders  of  modern  culture,  the  Greeks.  They  were 
called  Fraternities  and  found  their  earliest  model  in  the  Greek  Mys- 
teries which,  with  their  religious  forms,  their  cryptic  utterances,  their 
gleams  of  prophecy,  their  flashes  of  hope  and  inspiration,  presented  a 
fitting  symbol  around  which  in  an  increasing  degree  student  thought 
and  activity  has  come  to  revolve.  These  Mysteries  were  outward 
expressions  of  the  deep  longings  of  an  intellectual  people  and  they 
have  become  the  concrete  symbol  of  the  desires  that  to-day  stir  and 
move  in  the  visionary  period  of  college  life.  To  think  of  these  mul- 
tiplying organizations  as  Greek  'Letter'  societies  and  use  the  mvstic 
w^ords  only  as  a  convenient  form  for  expressing  certain  distinctive 
features  of  an  organized  group,  is  to  miss  the  true  meaning  of  the 
fraternity  movement.  Back  of  and  permeating  Greek  life  were  cer- 
tain well  defined  principles,  certain  guiding  stars  of  the  spirit  w^iich 
led  them  forw^ard  as  an  unique  and  splendid  nation.  If  these  were  tc 
be  summed  up  they  would  of  necessity  have  to  be  stated  in  terms  of 
inner  ideals.  Not  the  beauty  of  the  landscape  or  the  bravery  of  the 
soldier  made  Greece  immortal  but  rather  the  many  efforts  to  ex- 
press in  some  perfect  way  the  beauty  and  harmony  felt  in  the  inner 
sanctuary  of  the  spirit.  Whether  in  a  splendid  poem,  a  dream-like 
temple  or  a  perfect  statue  it  was  all  one,  that  this  external  object 
should  be  the  perfect  expression  of  an  inward  thought:  and  in  pro- 
portion to  the  power  and  greatness  of  the  inner  picture  w^as  the  per- 
fection and  beauty  of  the  outward  object.  It  was  then  the  lofty  con- 
ceptions of  the  spirit  that  made  their  works  of  art  sublime. 

If  I  rightly  interpret  the  character  of  the  Greek  organizations 
in  our  colleges  they  should,  like  the  people  w^iose  name  they  bear,  be 
guided  by  similar  lofty  ideals  for  in  this  way  alone  can  they  continue 
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to  hold  a  place  of  real  worth  in  student  affairs.  All  the  criticisms 
which  have  been  made  of  fraternity  life  as  for  example  the  exhibition 
of  a  narrow  and  exclusive  spirit,  lowered  scholastic  and  moral  stand- 
ards, could  only  be  made  when  the  true  ideals  of  the  fraternity  have 
been  forgotten  and  they  exist  as  mere  convenient  forms  of  social  orga- 
nization. Some  have  despaired,  believing  that  the  many  mistakes  and 
failures  of  fraternities  have  made  them  unfit  to  longer  occupy  a  place 
in  college  life,  and  taken  an  attitude  of  open  opposition.  There  is 
however  another  possibility  for  the  future  of  these  societies  and  it  is 
found  in  a  quality  of  the  human  mind  itself.  A  study  of  history 
again  reveals  the  fact  that  much  human  progress  has  been  due  to 
man's  power  of  discovering  new  meaning  in  a  symbol  when  it  seems 
to  have  become  a  commonplace  and  lost  its  power  of  producing  the 
right  form  of  activity.  There  are  many  indications  that  this  is  just 
what  is  taking  place  in  fraternity  circles ;  a  new  desire  for  things 
worth  while  is  beginning  to  drive  them  back  to  earlier  and  more 
ideal  standards.  If  this  is  true,  then  new  significance  and  possibility 
of  achievement  will  present  itself.  More  and  more  students  are 
seeking  out  those  agencies  which  will  help  them  toward  the  truest 
expressions  of  a  life's  high  purpose,  to  these  only  are  they  willing  to 
pledge  sincere  allegiance. 

If  the  fraternities  are  to  continue  to  play  their  part  they  must 
prove  of  positive  and  sterling  value.  The  standards  of  measurement 
will  not  always  be  centered  around  the  number  and  brilliancy  of  so- 
cial events  nor  in  dress  and  extravagant  display,  and  these  are  but  a 
few  of  the  false  view  points  that  have  come  into  prominence  in  recent 
years.  Types  of  activity  that  express  deeper  and  more  lasting  worth 
must  dominate  these  institutions ;  high  scholastic  attainment,  moral 
conduct  that  becomes  a  gentleman,  friendly  and  considerate  attention 
to  all  men  of  genuine  qualities  are  some  of  the  principles  that  must  be 
present  if  they  are  to  continue  in  their  appeal  to  the  earnest  youn:^ 
men  of  the  present. 

It  may  be,  there  has  been  too  much  preaching  and  too  much  regu- 
lation from  the  outside.  We  have  been  so  busy  with  the  petty  rule 
and  care  over  the  minute  detail  that  the  larger  and  more  significant 
values  that  should  be  found  in  these  societies  have  been  neglected  or 
forgotten.  What  is  needed  most  of  all  is  a  control,  exercised  not 
from  without  but  from  within,  a  realization  of  the  individual  respon- 
sibility for  true  conduct  in  every  member  of  the  group.  A  control 
that  springs  from  the  realization  that  high  ideals  are  to  be  worked 
out  in  conduct,  ideals  that  will  be  as  truly  the  expression  of  certain 
lofty  principles  for  which  the  fraternity  stands  as  the  statue  is  the  ex- 
pression of  a  perfect  thought.     There  must  come  a  type  of  fraternity 
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life  that  springs  from  a  knowledge  of  the  true  purpose  and  character 
of  the  organization  and  a  desire  to  see  this  expressed  in  the  particular 
chapter  in  such  a  way  that  it  will  become  of  largest  power  and  in- 
fluence in  the  life  of  the  college. 

Professor  Royce  in  a  recent  work  has  presented  'Loyalty'  as  the 
supreme  controlling  power  of  noble  human  achievement.  What  docs 
it  indicate,  the  sense  of  loyalty,  the  thrill  that  comes  when  the  yell 
is  given  or  the  fraternity  song  is  sung.  Is  it  a  sudden  emotion  that 
appears  only  for  a  moment  and  passing  leaves  us  as  we  were  or  have 
the  Greek  symbols  actually  gripped  because  they  represent  for  us  a 
vital  meaning?  If  the  fraternity  develops  a  longing  to  make  a 
friendship  more  worthy,  a  desire  to  help  the  brother  by  our  side  to  a 
truer  place,  a  certainty  that  the  memory  of  daily  associations  will 
leave  an  ever  growing  power  through  the  year,  then  will  the  fratern- 
ity have  a  meaning  and  value  bej^ond  all  power  to  compute  and  our 
loyalty  be  on  a  sure  basis.  When  these  mystic  letters  represent  to 
every  member  days  of  ever  growing  strength  and  power  of  character, 
a  passion  for  truth,  enlarging  friendships  that  broaden  out  until  the 
whole  circle  of  college  association  is  reached,  thus  interpreted  the 
fraternity  will  always  be  welcome  in  college  halls.  Keats  in  his  'Ode 
to  a  Grecian  Urn'  shows  in  a  supreme  line  the  fruition  of  the  Greek 
ideal,  the  harmony  and  beauty  that  spring  from  contact  with  things 
most  true ;  a  line  that  might  wtU  be  a  motto  for  the  worth  while 
fraternity  life  that  is  to  come  in  future  college  days. 

"Beauty  is  truth,  truth  beauty, — that  is  all 
Ye  know  on  earth  and  all  ye  need  to  know."

Habana,  Cuba,  December  15,  IQH-

may  not  be  so  much  so  to  the  rest  of  the     gang.        I  uiU  tiv  never 
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theless  to  tell  them  a  few  things  that  I  know  and  if  they  like  them  I 
will  feel  satisfied. 

Havana,  the  capital  city  of  the  island  republic,  has  now  a  popu- 
lation of  about  400,000,  (a  trifle  larger  than  Lexington,  Va.)  (?)  It 
is  a  beautiful  city,  on  a  curving  shore  by  blue  gulf  waters.  As  the 
steamers  flying  the  flags  of  all  countries  pass  the  entrance  to  the  har- 
bor the  observer  will  find  that  although  only  90  miles  from  American 
soil  he  is  coming  into  a  place  so  strikingly  European  that  if  it  were 
not  for  the  fact  that  he  had  only  paid  fifty  dollars  from  New  York 
for  his  ticket  he  would  believe  that  he  was  arriving  into  a  place  fai 
more  distant  from  the  good  old  U.  S.  A.  than  he  really  is. 

He  will  also  find  upon  getting  foot  on  the  pier  that  it  be  wtU  to 
leave  all  strenuousness  behind  and  start  doing  like  the  Havanese,  that 
is,  to  take  his  time.  The  climate  here  could  not  afford  the  strenuous 
life  of  the  large  American  cities.  Therefore  he  should  not  be  in  a 
hurry  to  get  to  any  of  the  fashionable  cafes,  nor  to  begin  too  quicky 
to  fall  in  love  with  the  beautiful  Senoritas  that  he  may  see  from  his 
carriage  on  his  way  to  the  hotel.     There  are  plenty  of  them ! 

If  he  should  bring  a  suit  of  clothes  that  is  well  made,  and  an  uo- 
to-the-minute  hat,  he  should  not  feel  at  all  embarrassed.  Thev  will 
stare  at  him,  but  he  should  consider  these  things  as  compliments  for 
surely  enough  the  Cubans  never  notice  but  what  they  like. 

In  the  evening  he  should  go  to  "Miramar."  He  can  sit  there 
any  night  of  the  year,  under  a  beautiful  sky,  to  take  his  ''chocolate  a 
la  espanola  con  hizcochos''  while  he  gazes  at  a  crowd  of  pretty  Cuban 
girls  and  the  string  orchestra  plays  a  soft,  melodious  Spanish  tune,  or 
a  Barcarolle  or  the  latest  Hesitation  just  played  in  New  York. 

But  if  he  is  really  romantic  by  nature  I  would  say  to  him  to  go 
to  the  Malecon  the  day  after  and  w^atch  the  sunset  there  where  the 
ocean  and  the  sky  touch.  The  coloring  is  simply  superb.  Then  he 
can  walk  back  home  along  the  Prado  which  is  a  central  double 
promenade  avenue  lined  with  seats  and  a  drive  from  each  side.  It. 
begins  in  the  Malecon  and  ends  in  Central  Park  around  which  are 
the  best  hotels  in  the  city.  He  will  find  on  his  way  a  cosmopolitan 
crowd  of  people  of  every  type. 

Americans  are  most  welcome  in  Havana  and  Cuban  hospitality 
is  too  well  known  for  me  to  mention  it  here.  College  men  are  always 
extended  all  sorts  of  courtesies.  Not  long  ago  as  I  was  walking  along 
one  of  the  principal  streets  I  found  an  A  T  Q  from  the  University  )f 
Florida  whose  name  I  am  sorry  I  cannot  just  remember.  I  took  him 
to  one  of  the  Clubs  here  and  the  mere  fact  that  he  w^as  a  college  man 
and  a  fraternity  man  won  for  him  all  hospitality  and  an  invitation  to 
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become  a  member  should  he  decide  to  remain  In  the  city. 

But  above  all  things,  If  you  come  to  Havana  do  not  fall  to  visit 
its  churches.  They  are  a  source  of  unending  interest.  They  have 
rich  Dutch  and  Spanish  tiles,  magnificent  mahogany  pillars,  and 
splendid  pieces  of  carved  wood  v^hlch  combine  beautifully  w^Ith  the 
ceilings  of  artistically  painted  "frescoes"  and  of  rare  mosaic. 

Havana  Is  Indeed  a  great  city,  peculiar  In  its  ways  and  full  of 
romance  and  traditions.  It  Is  a  city  where  the  visitor  who  com.es 
without  prejudices  will  find  what  he  wants  If  he  looks  for  and  does 
not  expect  to  find  here  things  the  same  way  and  In  the  same  style  than 
at  home.  There  Is  only  one  home  and  I  am  glad  that  Havana  Is 
the  home  of

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THE  COLLEGE  FRATERNITY  AND  DAD 


The  other  day,  I  was  talking  with  a  friend  who  had  two  boys  in 
college  and  the  subject  of  the  College  Fraternity  was  mentioned. 

Said  he,  ''Both  my  boys  are  members  of  the Frat  out  at 

school,  I  have  been  out  at  their  House  frequently  and  have  come  to 
know  the  active  members  quite  well.  There  are  many  things  I  com- 
inend  in  the  organization,  a  few  that  I  condemn.  In  this  particular 
fraternity,  it  appears  to  me  that  true  manliness  is  considered  the  first 
essential,  the  second  is  scholarship  and  the  third,  social  achievement. 
These,  I  very  heartily  commend. 

"When  the  Mentors  of  a  Fraternity  say  to  a  member  'The 
Prof.'s  records  show  that  you  are  falling  behind  in  your  grades  and 
this  is  not  in  keeping  with  the  traditions  of  the  Frat,'  the  members  so 
admonished  gets  mighty  busy,  as  I  can  attest  from  observations  at  our 
home. 

"Some  time  since,  several  of  the  fellows  were  calling  on  our  boys, 
for  the  friends  of  our  boys  are  always  made  welcome  by  the  Mother 
and  I.  They  were  sitting  on  the  veranda  talking,  one  of  the  number, 
a  shrewd  5-oung  senior,  had  been  offered  a  proposition  to  go  out  and 
make  some  anti-Prohibtion  speeches.

CUSTOMS  AND  TRADITIONS  AT  OHIO  STATE 

Ohio  State  University,  while  located  in  a  large  city,  and  one  of 
the  j^ounger  State  Universities  (founded  in  1878),  has  a  number  of 
interesting  customs  and  traditions,  many  of  which  are  original  and 
peculiar  to  it. 

In  the  past,  the  Thursday  night  following  registration  was  the 
signal  for  a  great  number  of  "Lake  Parties"  at  which  the  freshmen 
were  the  forcibly  invited  guests.  Thousands  of  Columbus  people  wit- 
nessed these  affairs.  During  late  years  the  University  authorities  have 
discouraged  this  custom  until  at  the  present  time  it  is  only  a  some- 
what desultory  event,  depending  largely  upon  the  attitude  of  the 
sophomore  class  towards  the  first  year  men. 

On  the  first  Friday,  at  four  o'clock,  following  Registration,  the

Cane  Rush  is  held  on  Ohio  Field.  It  is  a  sophomore-freshmen  inter- 
class  struggle  for  supremacy,  and  is  sanctioned  by  the  faculty.  The 
President  of  the  University  referees  the  event.  The  sophomore 
leader  is  presented  with  the  cane  and  the  second  year  men  take  their 
place  at  the  north  end  of  "Ohio  Feld"  while  the  freshmen  take  their 
post  at  the  south  end.  At  the  signal,  both  classes  start  a  mad  stam- 
pede towards  each  other  and  meet  somewhere  near  the  center  of  the 
field.  If,  at  the  expiration  of  twenty  minutes,  the  cane  is  found  to 
be  upon  freshmen  territory,  the  sophomores  are  declared  the  winners, 
and  vice  versa.  The  winning  side  becomes  the  owner  of  the  cane 
and  it  is  cut  into  small  pieces  from  which  fobs  are  made. 

"College  Sings"  form  one  of  the  most  pleasant  and  enjoyable  ways 
of  increasing  college  spirit  which  we  have.  On  the  Thursday  even- 
ing preceding  any  varsity  foot-ball  game,  a  sing  is  held  on  the  cam- 
pus, whether  the  team  happens  to  play  at  home  or  abroad.  The 
members  of  the  squad  are  present  in  a  body,  along  with  the  athletic 
stafi,  and  many  games  have,  no  doubt,  been  won  for  "Ohio"  by  this 
custom. 

In  the  spring,  "Sings"  are  held  frequently  in  the  natural  amphi- 
theater near  "Mirror  Lake."  The  Glee  and  Mandolin  Club,  the 
University  Orchestra,  and  the  Regimental  Band  are  the  entertain- 
ers. They  occupy  a  small  peninsula  jutting  out  into  the  lake,  while 
the  audience,  numbering  thousands,  sit  on  the  gently  sloping  hill  on 
the  other  side.      Many  plesant  evenings  are  spent  in  this  manner. 

The  Western  Conference  prohibts  more  than  seven  varsity  foot- 
ball games  per  season.  This  rule  makes  one  open  date  for  each  Uni- 
versity obligatory.  At  Ohio,  on  that  date,  the  alumni  and  the  in- 
eligible members  of  the  squad  stage  their  annual  game.  While  the 
games  may  sometimes  fall  a  little  short  of  our  regular  varsity  attrac- 
tions, they  are  very  enjoyable  and  sometimes  the  members  of  the 
alumni  team  furnish  unlimited  amusement  for  the  spectators  by  their 
heroic  efforts  to  "come  back." 

Every  few  weeks  "Open  Nights"  are  given  by  the  Student 
Council  of  the  University  in  Ohio  Union  for  the  different  classes 
and  colleges.  Dancing  and  kindred  amusements  are  indulged  in  and 
furnish  one  of  the  best  methods  conceivable  for  promoting  "the 
true  democratic  spirit"  much  prized  by  genuine  "Ohioans." 

Ten  o'clock  on  Wednesday  of  each  week  has  been  officially 
designated  by  the  trustees  of  the  University  as  Convocation  hour.  At 
this  time,  all  class  and  laboratory  work  ceases  and  the  buildings  are 
all  closed  for  the  hour.  The  President  or  some  other  widely  known 
speaker  usually  lectures  in  the  chapel.  For  the  majority  of  the  un- 
dergraduates, however,  this  hour  is  the  time  for  "fussing."      In  the 
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spring  of  the  year  one  may  see  hundreds  of  couples  strolling  through 
the  beautiful  campus  or  reclining  in  the  shade  of  some  kindly  tree. 

"Ohio"  has  inaugurated  a  custom  which  is  entirely  original  with 
us,  so  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  determine.  A  day  is  selected  each 
3'ear  which  is  officially  known  as  "Ohio  State  Day."  It  usually 
comes  near  the  Thanksgiving  recess.  On  the  evening  of  this  day  all 
members  of  alumni  organizations  in  all  parts  of  the  world  gather  to 
renew  acquaintances  and  friendships  conceived  while  at  college. 

Last  year  the  faculty  drafted  a  set  of  rules  by  which  the  frater- 
nity system  of  the  University  is  governed.  Under  these  rules  May 
1st  has  been  designated  as  "Pledge  Day"  and  no  freshmen  are  4igi- 
ble  for  pledging  until  this  time.  As  May  1st,  next,  will  be  the  first 
"Pledge  Day"  under  the  new  rules,  we  are  unable  to  determine  the 
success  or  failure  of  this  method  of  pledging. 

The  third  Wednesday  in  May  is  known  as  "Link  Day."  On 
this  day  at  Convocation  hour  occurs  the  impressive  ceremonies  of 
Sphinx,  the  senior  honorary  society.  The  members  of  the  society 
gather  around  the  Sun  Dial  in  their  caps  and  each  member  "links" 
some  junior  who  is  prominent  in  any  of  the  many  fields  of  student 
activity.  After  the  linking  ceremonies  are  completed,  they  march  to 
the  little  peninsula  in  the  lake,  w^here  the  initiation  rites  are  conduct- 
ed. This  is  one  of  the  most  popular  customs  which  we  have,  as  is 
evinced  by  the  number  of  students  and  visitors  witnessing  it. 

In  the  spring  of  the  year  comes  the  annual  freshman-sophomore 
"Tug  of  War."  The  second  year  class  team,  consisting  of  thirty 
men,  take  their  station  at  one  side  of  the  lake,  while  the  first  year 
team,  consisting  of  a  like  number,  take  their  place  on  the  opposite 
side.  A  rope  is  stretched  across  the  lake  and  at  the  signal  shot  by  the 
University  President,  the  struggle  begins.  It  continues  until  one 
class  has  been  pulled  through  the  lake.  It  also  is  a  very  popular 
event. 

University  "Carnivals"  are  held  intermittently  at  "Ohio."  At 
these  events,  each  organization  in  the  University  has  a  "stunt"  of 
some  sort.  They  have  proven  great  successes  and  are  attended  by  the 
Columbus  people  very  generally. 

"May  Day  Fetes"  are  held  by  the  co-eds  of  the  University.  On 
these  occasions  the  male  population  are  tolerated  only  as  guests. 

Every  spring,  the  natural  amphitheater  near  "Mirror  Lake"  is 
the  scene  of  the  annual  Browning  play  produced  by  the  Browning 
Dramatic  Society  of  the  University.  The  Society  is  composed  en- 
tirely of  co-eds. 

Commencement  w^eek  at  "Ohio"  is  one  round  of  interesting  oc- 
currences, but  lack  of  space  prevents  mentioning     in     detail.     The 
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Pageant,  Class  Breakfast,  Planting  of  the  Ivy,  Alumni  Base-ball 
Game,  Presentation  of  Class  Memorial,  Farewell  Speech  of  the  Uni- 
versity President  after  Commencement  Exercises  are  over,  and  the 
"Prom,"  are  some  of  the  more  interesting  customs  which  endear 
themselves  to  the  hearts  of  every  true  son  of  "Ohio."

Center — Illig  of  Baker  University. 
Quarterback — Bernard,  of  Washington  State  College. 
Halfbacks — Hobt  of  Ohio  State  and  Hart   (Captain)   of  Ala- 
bama Polytechnic. 
Fullback — Maulbetsch  of  Michigan. 
Coach — Raymond  of  Ohio  Northern. 


In  the  publicity  department  of  the  School  of  Journalism  of  the 
University  of  Kansas,  where  I  put  in  several  hours  each  day,  we  get 
about  700  papers  from  different  parts  of  the  country,  many  of  which 
we  read  each  week.  From  these  and  from  personal  observations,  we 
have  tried  to  pick  a  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  football  team  which  represents 
the  eleven  strongest  players  at  their  respective  positions  in  the  coun- 
try. A  careful  survey  of  these  men  will  show  you  that  it  would  be  a 
team  very  difficult  to  defeat. 

In  naming  Brother  Hart  of  Alabama  captain  of  the  mythical 
eleven  we  have  taken  into  consideration  his  four  years  of  brilliant 
service  behind  the  line  and  his  one  year  of  successful  leadership  of  his 
own  varsity  eleven.  This  honor  should  go'  to  a  senior  and  Hart  is 
the  logical  man. 

Brilliant  end  runs  and  clever  dodging  featured  the  work  of  both 
Hart  and  HoLt  of  Ohio,  the  two  halfbacks  on  the  fraternity  eleven. 
Hart  showed  to  great  advantage  in  the  Alabama  victory  over  Carlisle 
while  Hobt  did  well  in  all  the  ''Big  9"  games. 

Fullback  naturally  goes  to  Brother  "Johnny"     Maulbetsch     of 
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Michigan,  His  work  in  the  Harvard  and  Cornell  games  set  the  East- 
ern singing  his  praises  and  resulted  in  his  selection  as  fullback  or  half- 
back on  nearly  every  All-America  team  selected.  He  seems  destined 
before  graduation  to  be  one  of  the  greatest  backs  ever  developed  from 
Michigan. 

This  much  for  the  backfield — it  is  strong  in  every  department. 
Hart  and  Maulbetsch  can  both  buck  the  line  or  tear  around  the  ends 
while  Hobt  is  a  great  open  field  runner.  The  problem  now  is  to 
pick  a  stonewall  line  and  get  good  interference. 

Bales  of  Nebraska  is  strong  on  the  interference.  For  this  reason 
it  made  him  a  strong  contender  for  All  Missouri  end.  Here  it  is  fit- 
ting to  say  that  Nebraska  had  "some  team"  for  South  Dakota,  early 
in  the  season,  was  the  onlv  team  able  to  hold  the  aggressive  Corn- 
husker  backs.  Gillette  of  Virginia  makes  a  suitable  mate  for  the 
other  end  of  the  line.  Privott  of  Richmond  deserves  mention  as  an 
end. 

At  tackles  L.  Bingham  of  Denver  and  Thomasson  of  Tennes- 
see stand  foremost.  Both  are  powerful  and  experienced  players  who 
can  assimilate  hard  punishment  and  come  back  strong.  Bingham  is 
also'  fast  and  can  carry  the  ball. 

Lyons  of  Michigan,  though  placed  at  guard  infrequently,*  show- 
ed well  and  it  looked  to  the  outsider  as  if  Yost  would  have  done  well 
to  keep  him  there.  His  mate  is  logically  the  veteran  Brooks  of  West 
Virginia.  Never  brilliant,  Brooks  has  played  a  strong  reliable  game 
throughout  his  college  career. 

At  center  the  choice  lies  between  Illig  of  Baker  and  Robinson  of 
Alabama.  Both  are  reported  to  be  good  men.  Illig  is  picked  be- 
cause I  have  seen  him  in  action  and  he  has  shown  to  advantage. 
Southern  critics  speak  favorably  of  Robinson  and  he  must  be  a  vital 
factor  on  the  southern  team. 

This  leaves  the  field  general  to  be  selected.  The  place  goes  '0 
a  comparatively  inexperienced  man,  Bernard  of  Washington  State. 
Though  this  is  his  first  year  on  the  team,  he  crowded  last  year's  pilot 
out  of  the  place,  a  good  point  in  his  favor. 

"Bugs"  Raymond,  of  Ohio  Gamma,  who  handled  the  coaching 
of  the  Ohio  Northern  eleven  this  fall  is  the  logical  man  to  condition 
the  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  team.  He  is  one  of  the  men  w^ho  can  play 
the  game  and  yet  coach  effectively,  a  combination  infrequently  found. 

Whether  or  not  you  agree  with  this  personnel,  you  will  have  to 
admit  that  it  would  take  a  mighty  good  team  to  down  the  "Sig  Ep 
men.     They  could  hold  their  own  with  the  best  of  fraternity  teams 
and  would  make  the  average  college  team  look  weak,  after  a  month 
of  coaching  in  teamwork. 
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Lawrence  College,  located  at  Appleton,  Wisconsin,  was  founded 
in  1847  by  the  Honorable  Amos  A.  Lawrence  of  Boston,  Massachu- 
setts. A  charter  was  granted  by  the  State  Legislature,  and  the  school 
opened  under  the  name  of  Lawrence  Institute  of  Wisconsin,  In  1852 
the  name  Lawrence  University  was  adopted,  and  in  1908  "this  wa:» 
changed  to  Lawrence  College.  Since  the  founding,  the  college  has 
grown  steadily,  and  for  a  number  of  years  had  the  largest  student 
body  of  any  institution  of  higher  learning  in  the  state. 

The  college  has  a  campus  of  14  acres  and  has,  besides  this,  an 
athletic  field  of  four  acres.  It  has  sixteen  buildings,  as  follows :  Col- 
lege Hall;  Stephenson  Hall  of  Science;  Carnegie  Library;  Alexander 
Gymnasium;  Underwood  Observatory;  Ormsby  Hall;  Brokaw  Hall ; 
Ormsby  Annex  and  four  smaller  cottage  dormitories  for  women ; 
Peabody  RecitalHall ;  Adkins  Hall ;  President's  House  and  Central 
Heating  Plant.  The  value  of  the  college  buildings  and  grounds  is 
$466,000,  and  of  the  equipment  $116,000.  Additional  purchases  of 
land  adjoining  the  site  of  the  college  are  now  being  made.  Twenty 
thousand  dollars  have  been  raised  for  the  construction  of  a  chapel 
which  will  probably  be  completed  in  the  near  future.  Lawrence  Col- 
lege has  ten  science  laboratories,  three  being  devoted  to  chemistry, 
three  to  physics,  two  to  biology,  and  two  to  geology.  The  college  li- 
brary, which  is  growing  rapidly,  has  over  thirty  thousand  volumes 
and  ten  thousand  pamphlets.  The  institution  owns  a  museum  suffici- 
ently large  to  crowd  a  room  sixty  by  seventy  feet. 

The  endowment  having  increased  fourfold  in  the  last  fifteen 
years  is,  at  the  present  time,  about  $892,000.  The  annual  income, 
$96,500  is  used  only  by  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts,  the  schools  of 
expression,  music,  and  art  meeting  their  own  expenses.  The  tuition 
per  student  in  the  college  is  sixty-four  dollars  a  year. 

The  college  has  an  enrollment  of  650  students,  therebeing  about 
450  in  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts  and  200  in  the  School  of  Fine 
Arts.  This  show^s  a  little  larger  enrollment  in  the  college  proper 
than  any  other  college  in  the  state.  There  is  a  faculty  of  forty-eight 
instructors,  thirty-seven  of  whom  devote  their  entire  time  to  the  Col- 
lege of  Liberal  Arts,  while  several  others  give  courses  for  which  col- 
lege credit  is  given.  All  of  these  have  done  extensive  graduate  work 
either  in  this  country  or  abroad,  and  many  of  them  have  taken  doc- 
tor's degrees  at  the  leading  American  Universities. 

There  are  four  general  men's  fraternities,  all  of  which  w^th  ex- 
ception of  the  new  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  chapter  are  local,  and  five  gen- 
eral sororities,  all  of  which  are  local  with  the  exception  of  Alpha  Del- 
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ta  Pi  and  Phi  Mu.  Mu  Phi  Epsilon,  a  national  musical  sorority,  is 
represented  by  a  chapter  in  the  Conservatory  of  Music.  There  is  also 
a  chapter  of  Tau  Kappa  Alpha,  the  honorary  forensic  fraternity,  and 
in  addition  to  this,  there  are  two  honorary  senior  societies,  one  for 
men,  The  Mace,  and  one  for  women,  Theta  Alpha.  Besides  these  a 
chapter  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa  has  recently  been  installed. 

The  college  holds  an  excellent  reputation  for  scholarly  w^ork.  Of 
the  six  Rhodes  scholarships  granted  to  Wisconsin  men,  two  have  been 
won  by  Lawrence.  Lawrence  College  is  on  the  Accedited  List  of 
the  Carnegie  Foundation  and  on  the  Accepted  List  of  the  General 
Educational  Board.  In  addition  to  this,  it  has  been  admitted  to  the 
Association  of  Collegiate  Alumnae.  President  Van  Hise  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Wisconsin  has  recently  said  that  Lawrence  belongs  in  "the 
first  rank  of  colleges."  The  Milwaukee  Free  Press  places  Lawrence 
next  to  the  University  of  Wisconsin,  which  of  course,  is  the  largest 
institution  of  learning  in  the  state.  The  college  also  has  an  excellent 
reputation  for  athletic  work.  For  the  past  three  years  the  football 
team  has  won  the  state  intercollegiate  championship.  In  those  three 
years  not  a  single  point  has  been  made  against  Lawrence  by  a  college 
team.  The  basketball  team  added  another  championship  last  year 
by  going  through  the  season  without  a  single  defeat.  In  the  inter- 
collegiate indoor  track  meet  recently  held  by  the  University  of  Wis- 
consin, the  Lawrence  track  team  took  almost  as  many  points  as  all 
the  rest  of  the  colleges  combined.  In  forensics  the  college  is  exceed- 
ing strong.  In  the  state  oratorical  contest  Lawrence  took  first  place 
this  year ;  for  the  six  years  previous  to  this  the  college  took  second 
place  in  the  state  contest.  In  the  state  peace  oratorical  the  college 
won  second  place  last  year.  In  debate  Lawrence  has  a  better  record 
than  any  other  college  in  the  middle  west.  Of  the  sixteen  debates 
held  in  the  last  four  years  Lawrence  has  won  thirteen,  winning 
against  such  colleges  as  Albion,  Beloit,  Hamline,  Carlton,  St.  Olafs 
and  others. 
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INSTALLATION  OFWISCONSIN  ALPHA 

The  morning  of  the  26th  of  February  dawned  bright  for  the  lo- 
cal Sigma  Tau  Nu  Fraternity  of  Lawrence  College  at  Appleton, 
Wisconsin,  for  on  that  date  the  National  installing  committee  of  Sig- 
ma Phi  Epsilon  arrived  to  make  the  local  a  chapter  of  the  fraternity. 

Sigma  Tau  Nu  had  fifty  men  to  initiate  and  the  committee  plan- 
ned its  arrival  several  hours  early  that  they  might  have  plenty  of  time 
for  the  work.  Sixteen  men  were  initiated  on  the  26th,  and  that 
night  the  installing  committee  were  the  guests  of  the  local  at  a  basket 
ball  game  at  the  University.  The  27th,  the  official  date  set  for  the 
installation,  was  a  busy  one.  In  addition  to  the  16  men  initiated  the 
day  before,  33  more  were  initiated  and  the  day  was  closed  with  ri 
most  excellent  banquet  at  the  Randolph  Hotel. 

A  committee  of  five  men  conducted  the  installation  of  forty-nine 
men  and  were  composed  of  W.  L.  Phillips,  Grand  Secretary,  of  Rich- 
mond, Virginia;  Fred  A.  Price,  Grand  Guard,  of  Lawrence,  Kansas; 
J.  R.  Curl,  Exchange  Editor  of  the  Journal,  of  Wheeling,  West 
Virginia;  R.  M.  Jones,  an  active  of  Indiana  Alpha  at  Purdue  and 
"Johnny"  Maulbetsch,  All-American  halfback  and  an  active  this  year 
at  Michigan  Alpha. 

The  day  of  the  installation  was  brought  to  a  close  by  the  banquet 
and  on  this  occasion  many  speeches  were  made  by  representatives  of 
the  active  chapter,  the  alumni,  each  of  the  installing  committee,  Pro- 
fessor Fairfield  of  the  faculty  and  Mr.  George  Banta,  of  Phi  Delta 
Theta,  who  was  an  invited  guest.  The  installing  committee  were 
well  agreed  that  Wisconsin  Alpha  will  make  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  a  very 
strong  chapter.

A  WORD  ABOUT  SIGMA  TAU  NU 

Sigma  Tau  Nu  was  organized  in  the  fall  of  1909.  There  were 
already  three  fraternities  at  Lawrence,  but  there  was  a  feeling  among 
several  of  the  students  that  these  fraternities  were  not  all  that  frater- 
nities might  be,  that  there  was  more  to  aim  for  than  a  mere  social 
and  fraternal  spirit.  This  feeling  found  expression  in  the  organiza- 
tion of  Sigma  Tau  Nu,  with  a  charter  membership  of  fifteen  men. 
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Upon  organization  five  ideals  were  adopted,  which  if  followed  would 
greatly  improve  the  fraternity  life  at  Lawrence.  These  ideals  may  be 
summed  up  as  follows ;  the  establishment  of  a  spirit  of  brotherhood 
among  its  members,  the  attainment  of  a  refined  social  life,  the  en- 
couragement of  excellence  in  scholarship,  the  promotion  of  a  demo- 
cratic spirit  in  Lawrence  college,  and  the  attainment  of  a  high  moral 
character.  After  six  years  of  existence  we  feel  that  the  remarkable 
success  and  high  standing  of  Sigma  Tau  Nu  is  due  in  a  large  measure 
to  the  emphasis  upon  and  respect  for  these  ideals. 

From  a  charter  membership  of  fifteen  the  fraternity  has  grown 
in  six  years  to  an  alumni  membership  of  thirty-five  and  an  active 
membership  of  thirty-five.  We  last  spring  graduated  a  class  of 
eight,  the  cream  of  the  senior  class  and  the  leaders  of  the  school.  In 
spite  of  this  loss  the  fraternity  maintains  its  high  position  in  the 
school  and  this  is  proving  to  be  another  year  of  successes  for  the  Sig- 
mas. 

We  have,  since  our  organization,  maintained  a  unique  scholastic 
standing  in  the  school.  Last  year  we  led  all  of  the  different  organiza- 
tions with  an  average  of  87.41  per  cent.  This  year  we  have  dropped 
two  per  cent  but  we  still  lead  the  fraternities.  We  have  tw^o  men 
who  will  be  eligible  for  membership  in  Phi  Beta  Kappa  the  first  of 
April.  We  feel  that  our  effort  to  uphold  our  high  scholastic  stand- 
ing has  been  successful. 

We  are  by  no  means  a  group  of  book  worms.  We  have  a  num- 
ber of  the  best  athletes  in  the  college.  Ten  of  our  men  were  out  for 
football,  three  of  them  receiving  their  letter  and  gold  football.  Five 
men  are  on  the  basket  ball  squad  and  two  of  them  are  regulars. 
Brother  Witthuhn  is  basket  ball  captain.  Three  active  Sigmas  have 
their  letter  in  track  and  the  freshmen  have  not  had  an  opportunity  to 
show  their  worth.  We  have  a  Sigma  Sophomore  basket  ball  team 
that  is  a  snappy  aggregation  having  won  several  out  of  town  games. 

Forensics  is  however  our  strongest  field.  During  the  past  seven 
years  the  interclass  oratorical  contest  has  been  won  five  times  by  a 
Sigma.  This  year  our  representative  won  first,  third  and  fourth  in 
the  inter-class  and  Brother  Hardy  represents  Lawrence  in  the  state 
contest  February  19th.  Last  year  we  had  all  of  the  six  all-college 
debaters.  This  year  we  have  four  of  the  six  and  two  alternates  not- 
withstanding the  fact  that  three  debaters  graduated  and  one  other 
was  unable  to  tryout.  Our  freshmen  have  shown  their  interest  and 
ability  by  securing  two  regular  places  and  one  of  the  alternates  in  a 
field  of  twenty-one  trying  out,  all  but  one  receiving  a  place.  Three 
of  the  four  members  of  Tau  Kappa  Alpha  are  Sigmas  and  three 
other  of  our  men  are  now  eligible.     We  have  four  of  the  seven  mem- 
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bers  of  the  Board  of  Oratory  and  Debate  which  is  an  elective  body. 

We  are  fortunate  in  having  seven  men  on  the  Glee  Club  this 
year.  It  is  an  organization  of  recognized  ability.  Two  of  these 
men  are  on  the  college  quartet.  We  have  a  double  quartet  in  the 
house  that  adds  much  to  our  serenades  and  to  the  home  life.  The 
fraternity  is  well  represented  in  all  the  different  musical  organiza- 
tions of  the  school  and  we  have  an  orchestra  of  six  pieces.  This  ac- 
tivity is  not  neglected. 

The  college  has  honored  us  with  many  of  the  positions  of  honor 
and  trust.  The  two  most  important  offices  of  the  school  are  held  by 
members  of  Sigma  Tau  Nu,  the  president  of  the  Student  Senate  and 
president  of  the  V.  M.  C.  A. 

It  is  not  an  easy  matter  to  name  the  different  activities  nor  is  it 
possible  to  tell  the  joys  of  our  fraternity  life.  But  you  will  all  ap- 
preciate what  these  are.  We  trust  this  will  give  you  a  fair  idea  of 
our  ideals  and  successes.

Since  our  last  issue,  we  have  received  the  printed  minutes  of  the 
Eighth  Bi-Ennial  Conclave  recently  held  at  Atlanta,  Georgia,  and 

we  herewith  print  the  opening  remarks  of 
Remarks  from  the  Grand  President  Griffin  as  given  by  him 
Grand  President  at  the  opening  of  the  sessions  of  that  con- 

vention: 

''Brothers,  I  have  a  few  things  that  I  would  like  to  say  about  the 
work  of  the  Fraternity.  This  is  our  Eighth  Conclave.  As  I  look 
back,  it  is  a  pleasure  to  see  the  progress  that  the  Fraternity  has  made 
along  every  line. 

"At  the  meeting  held  in  Detroit,  two  years  ago,  it  was  to  report 
progress,  and,  since  that  time,  it  has  been  the  work  of  myself  and  the 
Executive  Committee  to  build  up  the  Fraternity  as  it  existed,  as  well 
as  to  look  out  for  prospects  for  new  Chapters.  I  am  glad  to  say,  in 
this  connection,  that  we  have  made  wonderful  progress  along  the  line 
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of  building  up  old  and  securing  new  Chapters.  Since  I  have  been 
Grand  President,  it  has  been  my  effort  and  pleasure  to  visit  each 
Chapter  at  least  once  a  year.  I  have  succeeded  in  this,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  two  or  three  Chapters,  which  are  rather  a  long  distance 
away.  On  these  visits  I  have  tried  to  define  what  was  the  need  of 
the  Fraternity  as  a  whole,  and  to  find  some  way  of  supplying  that 
need. 

"At  the  time  of  the  last  Conclave  there  were  comparatively  few 
Chapters  on  a  sound  financial  basis.  Particularly  was  this  true  of 
the  Southern  Chapters,  as  they  did  not  run  with  sufficient  men  to 
maintain  their  current  expenses. 

"It  has  been  one  of  the  things  I  have  striven  for,  to  be  able,  as 
we  are  to-day,  to  look  north,  east,  south,  and  west,  and  see  the  Frater- 
nity in  Chapter  houses,  and  maintaining  them,  except  where  military 
or  other  regulations  of  the  institution  prohibit  the  fraternities  having 
their  own  chapter  houses. 

"At  the  last  Conclave  there  was  a  committee  appointed  to  for- 
mulate a  plan  for  getting  each  Chapter  in  a  chapter  house  of  its  own. 
A  plan  was  accordingly  formulated  by  the  committee,  and  adopted. 
We  are  now  putting  it  into  effect,  I  am  glad  to  say  that,  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  year,  prospects  were  bright  in  this  direction.  The 
great  calamity  of  the  European  War  has  placed  difficiulties  in  the 
way  of  this  plan,  but,  by  the  present  counts,  at  the  beginning  of  next 
year  at  least  two  Chapters  will  have  taken  advantage  of  the  plan,  and 
be  established  in  chapter  houses  of  their  own.  We  now  own  only 
two  or  three  houses.     This  is  at  least  some  progress  along  this  line. 

"There  have  been  other  committees  appointed  to  attend  to  other 
things,  and  you  will  hear  from  them  at  this  Conclave. 

"I  have  appointed  District  Deputies,  but  have  had  little  success 
with  them.  It  is  a  very  difficult  matter  to  determine  just  who  will 
make  a  good  Deputy.  I  have  appointed  men  recommended  to  me  in 
the  highest  terms  and  only  after  a  thorough  investigation,  and  these 
men  ought  to  have  made  good.  All,  however,  from  one  cause  or 
another,  have  failed,  with  the  exception  of  one  man.  I  am  glad  to 
say  that  I  have  found  one  man  who  has  both  the  time  and  the  ability 
to  devote  to  the  work  of  the  Fraternity,  and  he  has  accomplished 
much,  as  I  have  no  doubt  many  of  you  have  already  found.  I  think 
you  will  agree  with  me  that  it  is  impossible  to  pick  an  A  No.  i  man 
every  time,  and  the  securing  of  efficient  Deputies  will  necessarily  be  .1 
matter  of  time.  Along  this  line,  I  believe,  and  have  alwa^^s  believed, 
that  we  need  more  districts.  We  have  been  tied  down  to  four  dis- 
tricts, which  makes  the  matter  a  very  difficult  one  to  handle,  and  I 
hope  that  this  Conclave  will  divide  the  country  into  at  least  six  dis- 
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tricts.  For  the  past  two  years,  scarcely  any  of  the  Deputies  have  been 
able  to  visit  all  of  the  Chapters  in  their  districts.  This  has  been 
largely  due  to  the  fact  that  the  Chapters  in  each  district  are  so  far 
separated  from  each  other  and  from  their  Deputy  that  it  is  impracti- 
cable for  the  Deputy  to  neglect  his  business  long  enough  to  visit  them. 
"I  also  hope  that  this  Conclave  w^ill  adopt  two  proposals  which 
come  in  line  with  the  chapter  house  idea.  First — I  would  like  to  see 
the  Journal  put  on  a  business  basis,  so  that  the  editor  would  be  more 
secure  in  his  position  and  his  relation  to  the  Journal.  As  it  now 
stands,  he  mayvbe  ousted  at  any  moment,  on  no  provocation  but  the 
desire  to  give  some  one  else  the  office.  I  would  like  to  see  it  so  that 
the  editor  would  have  some  definite  understanding  of  his  tenure  of 
and  hold  upon  his  ofFice,  so  that  he  might  look  ahead  to  the  upbuild- 
ing and  enlargement  of  the  Journal.  At  present,  he  is  afraid  to 
spend  ten  dollars,  with  the  idea  of  having  that  ten  returned  with  in- 
terest in  the  future,  because  he  may  lose  his  position  to-morrow,  and, 
with  his  position,  the  money  be  has  expended.  Second — I  would  also 
like  to  see  a  'life  subscription'  to  the  Journal  Issued  to  every  man  in 
the  Fraternity. 

"I  have  outlined  these  few  propositions,  because  I  sincerely  be- 
lieve they  are  for  the  good  of  the  Fraternity,  and  I  felt  it  my  duty  to 
tell  you  the  need  of  the  Fraternity  for  them. 

"As  to  the  present  status  of  the  Fraternity  In  general,  I  am  glad 
to  say  that,  from  Maine  to  California,  I  find  the  best  of  spirit  pre- 
vailing, and  It  is  Indeed  a  pleasure  to  find  everywhere  men,  serious- 
minded  and  appreciative  of  the  Fraternity,  looking  for  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon  to  fit  them  for  their  place  In  life.  I  have  found,  at  no  time 
and  in  no  Chapter,  an  attitude  antagonistic.  I  think  it  my  duty,  also, 
to  say  that  here  and  there  men  do  not  agree  with  every  act  of  the 
f arternity ;  men  working  on  the  same  idea  will  often  disagree  on  some 
specific  point.  I  am  glad  to  say,  though,  that  everywhere,  however 
men  may  differ  on  little  instances,  they  all,  at  heart,  want  and  are 
working  to  make  the  Fraternity  something  to  be  proud  of.  Here 
and  there,  it  is  only  natural,  as  in  every  family,  that  differences  arise  ; 
but  I  find  nothing  in  any  Chapter  but  a  desire,  honest  and  sincere,  to 
go  forward  along  the  best  lines  to  attain  the  common  good.  Our 
progress  and  growth  has  been  exceptional,  and,  on  behalf  of  the  other 
Grand  Chapter  officers,  I  wish  to  say  that  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  pros- 
pects are  beyond  our  greatest  hopes.  I  remember  a  time  when  it  was 
not  so.  When  we  met  in  Philadelphia,  eight  years  ago,  no  hope  was 
held  out  for  our  continued  growth,  except  by  our  present  Grand  Sec- 
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retary,  and  all  was  gloom  and  depression.     He  it  was  who  exhorted 
us  and  spurred  us  on  to  greater  efforts. 

"And  now,  in  this  our  period  of  growth,  health,  and  prosperity, 
I  can  give  you  no  better  advice  than  that  he  gave  us  then,  which  is  to 
go  out,  each  man  of  you,  to  your  respective  Chapters,  and  use  your 
spirit  and  influence  to  get  your  Chapter  to  use  its  combined  and  in- 
dividual spirit  and  influence  to  build  up,  and  not  tear  down,  so  that 
ten  years  from  now  we  will  not  use  the  term  'One  of  the  larger  fra- 
ternities.' There  will  be  no  larger  fraternity.  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon 
will  be  pre-eminent  in  all  that  stands  for  noble  manhood,  sincere 
hearts,  clean  minds,  and  the  highest  ideals  of  citizenship." 

We  wish  to  again  mention  the  new  song  book     and     urge     that 
each  chapter  do  its  best  to  make  the  new  enterprise  a  success.     Sig- 
ma Phi  Epsilon  needs  a  new  song  book  ^nd 
The  New  Song  Book  needs  it  bad.     We  now  have  a  number  of 

good  songs  for  a  nucleaus  and  each  chapter 
should  see  that  at  least  one  or  more  new  songs  are  submitted  at  once. 
If  you  do  not  have  the  talent  within  your  chapter  at  present  you 
should  resort  to  friends  who  are  capable  of  composing  new  songs  and 
submit  their  compositions  at  once  to  the  committee.  Get  in  com- 
munication at  once  with  E.  A.  Hamilton  of  West  Virginia  Beta  and 
submit  your  songs  to  him  and  you  will  be  doing  a  great  service  to  the 
fraternity.

At  the  Inter-fraternity  Conference  last  November  in  New  York. 
the  following  resolution  was  offered,  but,  after  a  brief  discussion,  was 
lost: 

"In  Consideration  of  the  fact  that  our  colleges  are  Christian 
Institutions  and  our  members  are  for  the  most  part  brought  up 
in   Christian  homes,   be   it 

"Resolved,  that  the  Inter-Praternity  Conference  through 
the  executive  officers  of  the  several  fraternities  constituting  its 
memoersnip,  urge  upon  its  members  a  consistent  attention  to 
the  religious  activities  of  the  several  colleges  In  which  their 
chapters  are  located." 


Even  though  the  Inter-fraternity  Conference  was  unwilling  to 
take  the  initiative  in  advocating  attention  on  the  part  of  fraternities 
to  religious  activities,  which  we  think  was  the  part  of  wisdom,  con- 
sidering the  purposes  of  the  conference,  some  of  the  fraternities 
through  their  journals  are  advocating  such  activity,  to  some  extent 
at  least.  We  reproduce  two  editorials  on  the  subject.  The  first  is 
from  The  Delta  of%^\ 

Shall  the  College  Fraternity  adopt  a  definite  program  of 
religious  life  for  its  members?  The  Editor  of  this  magazine  is 
the  last  man  who  should  attempt  to  preach,  since  his  practice 
has  fallen  so  lamentably  short  of  any  sort  of  sincere  preaching. 
And  yet  the  more  he  observes  the  active  chapters  of  his  and 
other  fraternities  the  more  he  is  shocked  at  the  disregard  of 
the  spiritual  values  of  life.  He  realizes  of  course  that  much  of 
this  indifference  is  superficial,  a  kind  of  youthful  self-esteem 
which  sets  itself  above  the  need  of  religious  culture.  He  also 
appreciates  the  fact  that  the  period  of  youth  is  never  the  age 
of  calm  introspection,  of  quiet  contemplation  of  the  eternal 
verities.  The  flaming  sunrise,  never  the  mellowing  sunset,  calls 
the  young  life  to  splendid  deeds  of  courage.  Besides  there  is  a 
kind  of  youthful  philosophy  which  is  the  worst  kind  of  oppor- 
tunism. Life  is  sweet  and  precious  now  and  we  shall  live  it 
abundantly,  without  much  care  as  to  the  things  which  are  su- 
premely pure.  When  the  morning  is  spent  and  the  sombre  days 
come  on  we  shall  think  about  these  spiritual  things.  When  the 
burdens  of  life  weigh  us  down,  when  death  mocks  us  in  our 
grief,  when  age  destroys  our  spirit,  then  we  shall  listen  for  the 
still  small  voices  of  the  nobler  life. 

But  in  spite  of  all  the  facts  which  may  be  urged  in  extenua- 
tion is  there  not  serious  cause  for  alarm  over  the  cold  indiffer- 
ence to  spiritual  interests  which  characterizes  the  average  group 
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of  Fraternity  and  college  men?  Is  not  the  condition  so  deplor- 
able in  some  instances  that  one  is  led  to  ask:  Is  paganism 
the  result  of  our  modern  type  of  culture?  Does  education  de- 
stroy the  age-long  human  need  for  religious  and  spiritual  lead- 
ership? 

What  are  some  of  these  conditions?  A  gross  profanity,  a 
low  obscenity  of  speech,  a  looseness  of  moral  conduct  which 
amounts  to  profligacy,  together  with  a  public  opinion  so  de- 
graded that  men  take  a  higher  caste  rather  than  a  lower  be- 
cause of  their  exploits  in  these  fields  of  evil  and  dissipation. 

We  do  not  ask  that  our  chapter  houses  shall  become  the 
center  of  a  religious  propaganda,  certainly  not  after  the  man- 
ner of  the  present-day  type  of  ignorant  and  vulgar  evangelism. 
But  we  do  ask  them  to  have  a  thought  and  care  of  the  finer 
and  nobler  aspirations  of  life.  Above  all,  our  daily  fellowship 
should  be  clean  and  if  we  cannot  bring  ourselves  to  an  open- 
minded  confession  of  our  sins  we  can  at  least  treat  with  re- 
spect the  brother  who  bases  his  life  upon  spiritual  foundations. 


The  second  editorial  is  from  the  Shield  and  Diamond  0/  11  K  A 

Brother,  there  is  a  book  in  your  trunk  (if  you  have  not 
taken  it  out)  that  was  sent  with  you  and  your  belongings  first 
to  prep  school  and  then  to  college.  Somehow,  it  has  been  fol- 
lowing you  about,  more  or  less,  since  you  can  remember.  Now 
tliat  you  are  a  fraternity  man  you  should  be  reminded  that  that 
book  has  your  constitution  and  by-laws  in  it.  In  fact  its 
Author  founded  your  fraternity.  Some  go  so  far  as  to  say  that 
the  whole  fraternity  system  from  Alpha  to  Omega  was  begun 
by  this  Author.     He  did  say  some  things  that  sound  like  it. 

At  any  rate  the  book  has  some  splendid  things  in  it  about 
the  regulation  and  financing  of  chapter  houses.  And  it  is  dead 
sure  for  raising  the  scholastic  standing  of  your  band.  Your 
Dean  recommends  as  most  excellent  its  little  plan  for  plotting 
time  and  conserving  mental  energy  and  attaining  efficiency. 
And,  from  all  it  says  on  physical  fitness,  with  its  little  secret 
for  ling  wind  and  normal  heart-action  and  its  fundamentals  of 
agility  and  staying  power,  it  is  almost  sure  to  aid  the  fellows 
to  make  the  teams.  And  if  any  of  you  are  going  in  for  liter- 
aries  you  can  hardly  do  without  this  book,  for  every  one  knows 
that  Edmund  Burke  made  a  habit  of  reading  the  book's  twen- 
ty-third division  before  he  spoke  in  the  House  of  Commons; 
while  Daniel  Webster,  before  he  appeared  before  the  United 
States  Senate,  used  to  tone  up  on  the  book's  nineteenth  and 
twenty-third  divisions.  And  leaving  aside  the  commonly  known 
testimony  to  your  book  by  Ruskin,  Addison,  Froude,  Coleridge, 
Renan,  Sir  Edwin  Arnold,  and  many  others,  you  certainly  have 
heard  of  the  late  racket  made  by  President  Twing  because  more 
fellows  had  not  taken  this  book  out  of  their  trunks;  and  how 
Prof.  William  Lyon  Phelps,  of  Yale,  wished  to  confine  college 
examinations  in  English  wholly  to  your  book  in  your  trunk.  You 
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will  hardly  succeed  in  any  branch  of  literature  without  know- 
ing your  book. 

But  coming  back  to  the  real  thing  of  fraternalism,  it  is  all 
right  there  in  your  book.  And  if  it  is  true  that  we  have  our 
backs  to  the  wall  fighting  for  the  fraternity  system,  why  all  we 
have  to  do  is  to  bring  that  system  back  to  the  original  ground- 
rock  principles  in  the  book.  Then  every  college  and  every  leg- 
islature will  want  us,  for  all  hke  the  fraternity  system  as  it 
was  originally  set  forth.     Now,   get  your  Bible  and  see. 


Like  the  poor,  which  the  Scriptures  say  we  always  have  with  us. 
Is  the  alumni  problem  of  the  fraternities.  We  always  have  the  alum- 
ni. The  question  is,  what  to  do  with  them,  how  to  get  their  interest 
so  as  to  utilize  their  force  and  power  for  the  best  interests  and  good 
of  the  fraternity.  This  matter  is  often  discussed  in  the  fraternity 
periodicals,  and  while  the  same  ground  has  been  gone  over  many 
times,  new  suggestions  constantly  come  to  light.  An  editorial  in  the 
Shield  and  Diamond  of  11  K  A  gives  something  new,  and  we  copy  be- 
low a  large  part  of  it: 

In  casually  glancing  through  our  exchanges  we  endeavored 
some  time  ago  to  determine  just  what  the  general  attitude  of 
the  fraternities  was  toward  their  alumni.  In  sixteen  magazines 
selected  at  random  from  nine  fraternities  we  were  interested  to 
find  thirteen  editorials  dealing  with  some  phase  of  the  alumni 
question.  No  other  topic,  the  convention  propaganda  not  ex- 
cepted, enjoyed  such  universal  and  serious  discussion.  Our 
conclusion  was  that  this  fraternity  problem  was  full  of  difficul- 
ties for  all  of  us,  and  that  no  one  had  yet  said  the  last  word 
on  the  subject. 

.  What  is  the  part  of  the  alumnus,  and  how  can  we  see  to  it 
that  he  plays  that  part?  There  is  hardly  any  difference  of 
opinion  touching  the  first  of  these  questions.  In  fact  every  one 
seems  agreed  that  if  our  alumni  did  not  form  our  Supreme 
Councils,  look  after  our  journals,  build  our  chapter  houses,  put 
in  our  new  chapters,  recommend  our  neophytes,  direct  our  con- 
ventions, and  constantly  inspire  our  active  men  in  college,  no 
one  would,  and  disaster  would  be  knocking  at  the  back  door  of 
every  one  of  us.  It  takes  no  great  amount  of  analysis  to  reach 
such  a  conclusion,  which  most  of  us  seem  to  have  already 
agreed  upon,  and  we  are  sure  it  is  no  travesty  upon  the  loyalty 
or  efficiency  of  our  active  college  men  to  express  it  plainly. 

T'he  diagnosis  having  been  made  many  formulae  have  been 
prescribed  for  the  sick  man  among  us.  First  and  foremost,  the 
formation  and  maintenance  of  alumni  societies,  holding  regular 
alumni  dinners,  with  the  warning  that  they  be  not  made  too 
expensive,    should    be    seriously   undertaken. 

Much  time  and  energy  are  spent  by  the  governing  councils  of 
fraternities  in  establishing  new  chapters,  and  the  fraternity 
that  does  not  attend  just  as  scrupulously  to  the  business  of  in- 
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stalling  an  equal  number  of  new  alumni  chapters,  is  pouring 
water  into  a  bottle  with  the  bottom  knocked  out,  is  training  new 
men  while  it  is  letting  the  trained  lose  their  training,  and,  in 
consequence,  is  throwing  itself  open  to  the  criticism  of  not 
knowing  its  business. 

Unquestionably  there  are  other  means  of  fostering  alumni 
support.  Among  those  usually  referred  to  are,  the  inviting  of 
alumni  to  initiations  and  social  functions,  sending  them  college 
publications,  and  seeing  to  it  that  they  subscribe  to  the  frater- 
nity magazine  which  is  made  interesting  to  the  men  out  of  col- 
lege. We  are  sure  that  every  member  of  the  fraternity  should 
regularly  receive  the  magazine,  and  we  would  send  it  to  him 
and  take  the  chance  on  his  paying  us  after  he  receives  it.  Fin- 
ally, we  ought  to  ask  our  alumni  more  frequently  for  financial 
aid.  For  more  men  are  complimented  by  an  appeal  for  money 
than  are  offended,  and  there  never  was  a  truer  saying  than 
that  "Where  the  purse  is  there  the  heart  is  also." 

All  of  these  methods  are  good  and  have  their  place,  but  none 
of  them  strikes  to  the  rott  of  this  vital  matter,  which,  in  its 
final  analysis,  is  an  attitude  of  mind.  It  is  an  attitude  which 
should  be  inculcated  into  a  man  while  he  is  in  college,  and 
which  every  energy  of  the  fraternity  should  strive  to  keep  alive 
until  his  dying  day.  The  heart  of  the  question  is  in  the  heart 
of  the  man,  and  nothing  but  the  kindly  moulding  of  college  days, 
and  a  wise  and  tactful  encouragement  in  after-life  will  keep 
It  there.  Would  we  could  drop  the  distinction  between  alumni 
and  active  men  and  that  sense  of  orientation  which  too  often 
possesses  our  alumni,  and  leads  them  to  regard  graduation  as 
a  river  of  forgetfulness. 


And  a  recent  issue  of  The  Shields  of  <E>  K  ^  contained  a  series 
of  articles  regarding  the  alumni  problem,  and  we  give  below  several 
extracts  from  these  articles: 

Mr.  George  Bramwell  Baker,  writing  under  the  title  "Alumni 

Interest  Is  of  Mutual  Benefit,"  says: 

A  great  field  for  valuable  work,  in  a  laboratory  where  men 
are  in  the  process  of  making,  is  open  to  willing  and  interested 
workers.  A  real  live  man  can  not  perform  a  higher  social  ser- 
vice than  to  establish  among  young  men  of  brains  and  ambi- 
tion a  purpose  in  life  and  a  burning  desire  to  accomplish  some- 
thing worth  while  in  the  world.  Basing  my  judgment  on  re- 
sults which  I  have  seen  accomplished,  I  am  positive  that  no 
chapter  need  despair  if  it  can  keep  the  interest  of  its  alumni  so 
that  they  can  be  depended  upon  to  keep  in  touch  with  its  af- 
fairs, urge  the  undergraduates  to  higher  standards  of  scholar- 
ship, and  give  them  advice  and  counsel  on  matters  of  personal 
and  chapter  concern.  In  these  days  of  lai'ge  business  ventures, 
in  the  building  and  management  of  chapter  houses,  not  only  is 
the  financial  assistance  of  the  alumnus  vital  but  it  is  equally 
necessary  in  helping  the  younger  men  to  live  normal,  reason- 
able  lives.     Fraternity   houses   must   be   run   on   strict   business 
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principles,  and  here  also  are  the  advice  and  oversight  of  com- 
petent alumni  greatly  needed. 

The  other  side  of  the  shield — the  benefits  the  fraternity  can 
be  to  an  alumnus — are  obvious.  With  the  many  aumni  organi- 
zations in  the  larger  cities,  an  unknown  graduate,  when  about 
to  begin  his  career,  can  quickly  find  valuable  friends  who  can 
be  helpful  at  a  time  when  he,  as  at  no  other  time,  needs  de- 
pendable advice  and  real  friends.  Many  a  young  man  has  been 
able  to  make  business  connections  through  his  fraternity  which 
have  been  of  inestimable  value  through  life.  I  do  not  mean 
that  he  is  to  use  his  fraternity  as  a  stalking  horse  toward  ob- 
taining the  end  he  may  desire,  but  I  do  mean  that  he  can  be 
guided  in  his  new  field  of  endeavor  with  distinct  advantage  to 
himself,  and  may  be  with  telling  influence  on  his  entire  future. 

Contact  between  the  younger  and  older  men  makes  not  only 
pleasant  acquaintances  but  lasting  friendships;  it  is  a  cure  for 
selfishness,  preserves  usefulness,  dissipates  care  and  worry, 
and  is  a  recreation  and  a  lasting  benefit.  It  is  only  years  after 
graduation  that  the  meaning  in  its  entirety  can  announce  itself, 
for  it  is  not  in  the  taking  but  rather  in  the  giving  that  life  is 
worth  while.  I  need  no  defense  in  stating  that  the  fraternity 
gains,  and  the  alumnus  gains,  by  intimate  contact,  and  I  can 
quickly  turn  to  my  confreres  for  a  statement  of  the  genuine 
beauty  that  comes  into  our  lives  through  the  enthusiasm  of  the 
younger  men.  We  receive  more  than  we  give,  for  we  are  young 
with  them — we  are  college  boys  together — and  through  that  rich 
blessing  I  shall  always  better  understand  the  joy  of  living  and 
compute  to  the  Fraternity  no  small  credit  for  its  portion.  The 
man  who  is  young  in  spirit  is  full  of  prudent  optimism  and  the 
'  world  can  never  conquer  him.  The  man  who  lives  up  to  the 
principles  of  our  Fraternity  is  full  of  confidence  and  he  will  al- 
ways master  himself.  On  the  basis  of  such  self-evident  facts, 
can  the  advantage  of  vitality  close  relations  between  the  alum- 
nus and  the  Fraternity  be  doubted? 


Mr.   Hyder  E.   Rollins,  writing  under  the  title   "The  Alumni 
and  the  Fraternity,"  has  the  following  plan  to  suggest: 

Among  college  men  the  notion  is  growing  that  more  adult 
supervision  is  needed  in  the  administration  of  the  various  chap- 
ters. Because  of  their  secret  nature,  only  alumni  can  give  this 
aid.  College  faculties  would  gladly  welcome  the  advent  of  a 
system  of  alumni  supervision,  while  the  alumni  would  have 
something  more  tangible  than  a  memory  to  hitch  their  wagons 
to. 

So  it  seems  to  me  that  it  would  be  wise  to  give  the  alumni, 
especially  those  resident  in  a  town  where  a  chapter  is  located, 
some  voice  in  the  active  chapter;  perhaps  even  to  make  them 
active  members  with  all  the  rights  and  privileges  pertaining 
to  the  same.  Daring  as  this  plan  may  seem,  it  would  both 
arouse  the  interest  of  the  alumni  and  materially  help  the  chap- 
ters. First  of  all,  it  would  conserve  the  chapter  ideals,  so  that 
a  distant  alumnus  would     be     glad     to     return     an     atmosphere 
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familiar  to  him.  It  would  insure  well-managed  finances.  Un- 
ruly members  could  be  summarily  and  effectively  dealt  with  by 
old  and  experienced  men;  and  the  latter  could  also  show  the 
chapter  how  to  avoid  the  many  pitfalls  that  confront  it.  Final- 
ly, the  plan  would  give  the  chapters  a  stability  and  a  reputa- 
tion which  few  of  them  now  possess,  and  would  show  a  good 
reason  for  their  being.  Until  the  details  are  carefully  planned 
out,  the  scheme  suggested  may  seem  impracticable,  but  the 
details  can  easily  be  arranged. 

Some  concessions  should  also  be  made  to  the  great  body  of 
alumni  who  live  away  from  the  chapters.  That  something 
should  be  done  is  indisputable.  We  must  either  show  that  the 
Fraternity  has  a  prominent  place  in  the  llife  of  the  alumni,  or 
we  must  break  one  of  our  dearest  idols  by  frankly  confessing 
that  a  fraternity  is  a  social  society  intended  purely  for  under- 
graduates, a  society  joined  in  a  fit  of  boyish  indecretion  and  in 
later  years  thought  of  with  a  smile;  perhaps  with  a  pleasant 
smile,  but  a  smile  all  the  same. 


Mr.  Henry  H.  McCorkle,  under  the  title  ''Alumni  Associa- 
tions," makes  a  suggestion  very  similar  to  that  proposed  by  Mr.  Rol- 
lins, and  then  continues  as  follows: 

If  alumni  associations  would  undertake  the  development  of 
local  chapters,  not  only  by  force  of  any  authority,  but  by  way 
of  fraternal  assistance  and  co-opei-ation,  the  chapters  would  in 
every  case  welcome  such  aid  and  the  associations  would  take 
on  new  life  before  they  were  aware  of  it. 

Much  has  been  said  about  alumni  financial  support  of  the 
national  Fraternity.  I  tell  you  all  the  money  the  alumni  pos- 
sess, if  given  to  the  national  Fraternitj^  would  do  little  good, 
as  compared  to  well-directed  personal  effort  of  alumni  in  behalf 
of  local  chapters.  If  alumni  associations  were  engaged  in  kucIi 
activities,  chapters  would  not  be  forced  to  approach  their  alum- 
ni for  funds.  There  never  was  an  undergraduate  who  welcomed 
the  task  of  writing  to  alumni  for  funds  and  no  alumnus  over 
enjoys  getting  such  letters.  If  alumni  associations  would  help 
the  chapter  to  help  themselves,  both  undergraduate  and  aluru- 
nus  would  be  spared  much  embarrassment. 


And,  finally,  the  president  of  ^  K  ^  makes  the  following  com 
ment  in  ''The  President's  Corner:" 

I  wonder  if  we  of  the  alumni  fully  realize  that  the  position 
we  occupy  in  the  Fraternity  carries  with  it  obligations?  And 
I  wonder  if  we  always  recognize  those  obligations?  For  in- 
stance, the  old  refrain  was  that  the  chapter  never  wrote  to  the 
alumni  except  to  ask  for  something.  How  many  of  us  ever 
wrote  to  the  chapter,  or  visited  the  chapter  except  at  commence- 
ment, to  encourage  a  change  in  that  attitude?  But  the  old 
criticism  is  no  longer  true,  for  today  the  chapters  send  out  let- 
ters to  their  alumni  at  least  once  a  year,  and  often  more  fre- 
quently.    T'hose  letters   represent  a  deal  of  thought  and  effort. 
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and  some  expense.  How  many  of  us  live  up  to  the  dictum  we 
would  impose  on  the  boys,  "Answer  every  letter  immediately 
upon  its  receipt,"  when  it  comes  to  the  annual  alumni  letter? 
They  are  personal  letters,  though  circular  in  form,  and  their 
recognition  and  treatment  as  such  would  bring  immense  grati- 
fication to  the  chapters. 


The  following  from  the  fly-leaf  of  the  Delta  Chi  Quarterly  de- 
serves the  serious  attention  and  consideration  of  all  active  chapters: 
"Did  it  ever  occur  to  you  that  one  of  the  most  important 
considerations  in  pledging  new  men  is  what  will  the  fraternity 
do  for  the  new  men?  A  little  more  attention  to  this — without, 
however,  any  less  thought  as  to  what  he  will  do  for  the  chapter 
— will  in  time  come  to  make  a  man's  fraternity  the  useful  and 
important  element  in  the  dtvelopment  of  his  character  that  it 
ought  to  be." 


COLLEGIATE 


Dean  Randall  of  Brown  University  recently  conducted  a  ques- 
tionnaire, and,  from  returns  by  515  students  of  that  university,  ob- 
tained the  following  results : 

201  are  at  college  for  general  education,  89  are  preparing 
for  educational  work,  77  for  engineering,  48  for  law,  and  44  for 
business.  The  fathers  of  207  were  business  men,  33  were  farmers, 
27  clergymen,  23  salesmen  and  clerks,  14  physicians,  etc. 

Dean  Randall  also  reported  that  the  students  regarded  English 
as  their  most  interesting  and  most  serviceable  study,  with  votes  of 
208  and  174  on  the  two  counts  respectively.  Biology  ranked  second, 
with  190  votes  as  most  interesting  and  94  as  most  serviceable.  The 
average  time  reported  spent  in  preparation  for  lectures  and  recita- 
tions was  1.4  hours. 

The  average  expenses  of  a  student  in  19 13- 14  were  $537,  with 
no  deductions  for  scholarship  aid;  330  students  did  some  outside 
work,  of  whom  109  were  paying  all  their  college  expenses  in  that 
way;  304  were  engaged  in  college  activities,  345  regarded  college 
fraternities  as  helpful,  227  favored  student  government,  and  256 
favored  the  honor  system. 

With  the  closing  hours  of  19 14,  Pomona  College,  (Claremont, 
Cal.)  brought  its  financial  campaign  to  the  million-dollar  mark.  For 
a  year  and  a  half  the  college  had  been  working  to  meet  the  pledge  of 
$150,000  by  the  general  education  board  of  New  York  on  condition 
that  a  million  dollars  should  be  raised. 


Due  to  the  unusual  financial  situation  brought  about  in  the  cot- 
ton planting  states  by  the  war,  some  institutions  have  agreed  to  ac- 
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cept  cotton  in  payment  of  fees.  The  University  of  Virginia  is  among 
these;  though  cotton  is  a  negligible  crop  in  Virginia,  the  university 
has  a  large  southern  patronage  which  may  be  affected. — The  Record 
of  S  A  E. 

Dartmouth  College  has  established  a  new  course  which  will  of- 
fer training  in  employment  management  to  all  students  in  second-year 
Tuck  school,  particularly  to  those  expecting  to  take  further  graduate 
work  where  the  employment  function  is  not  specialized,  and  to  those 
planning  to  enter  speciaHzed  employment  departments. 

This  course,  which  will  have  the  assistance  and  co-operation  of 
the  vocation  bureau  and  the  Employment  Managers  Association  of 
Boston,  will  deal  with  all  the  important  phases  of  the  employment 
manager's  position,  such  as  the  sources  of  supply  of  employees,  meth- 
ods of  securing  and  training  them,  and  of  promotion,  comfort  and  the 
organization  and  function  of  the  employment  staff.  Opportunity  will 
be  afforded,  in  connection  with  the  classroom  instruction,  for  investi- 
gation and  actual  experience  in  employment  work. 

On  January  15,  1915,  Henry  C.  King,  president  of  Oberlin 
College,  announced  the  largest  gift  in  the  history  of  the  institution, 
President  King  says: 

''The'will  of  Charles  M.  Hall  of  Niagara  Falls  provides  $500,- 
000  for  a  great  auditorium;  endowment  of  $100,000  for  that  audi- 
torium ;  and  $200,000  endowment  for  the  upkeep  of  the  campus,  of 
the  college  grounds  surrounding  the  campus,  and  of  other  park  and 
forestry  grounds  given  by  Mr.  Hall. 

"In  addition,  the  will  provides  for  what  is  essentially  an  endow- 
ment of  $2,000,000,  the  use  of  the  income  of  which  is  nearly  unre- 
stricted. The  income  from  this  endowment  will  not  be  immediately 
available. 

"The  will  also  leaves  to  the  college  all  lands  in  and  near  Ober- 
lin previously  purchased  by  Mr.  Hall,  amounting  in  their  entirety  to 
a  considerable  number  of  acres. 

"The  will  further  provides  for  giving  to  the  art  collection  of 
Oberlin  College  the  best  four  paintings  in  Mr.  Hall's  house,  and  his 
antique  Chinese  porcelains,  and  specimens  of  antique  Indian  and 
Mexican  weaving,  with  the  50  choicest  rugs  of  his  valuable  rug  col- 
lection. Mr.  Hall's  gifts  will  make  his  entire  benefactions  to  the 
college  exceed  $3,000,000." 

The  University  of  Arkansas  College  of  Agriculture  is  engaged 
ine  one  of  the  most  extensive  publicity  campaigns  ever  waged  by  an 
Arkansas  institution     *     *     *     One  hundred  and  thirty  newspapers 
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of  the  state  have  accepted  the  offer  whereby  they  are  to  receive  each 
vi^eek  one  column  of  agricultural  information  prepared  by  the  uni- 
versity in  the  form  of  free  plate. 

The  first  article  released  recently  it  is  estimated  has  reached  500,- 
000  Arkansans.  The  newspapers  are  well  distributed  over  the  state 
and  will  reach  many  people  who  could  not  be  reached  any  other  way. 

A  special  publicity  man  has  been  engaged  and  the  success  of  the 
venture  is  practically  assured  by  the  large  number  of  applications 
made  for  material.  The  object  of  the  campaign  is  to  give  to  Arkan- 
sas farmers  the  benefit  of  the  practical  experiments  made  by  the  col- 
lege of  agriculture  and  not  to  advertise  the  university,  although  it  will 
indirectly  place  the  university  more  before  the  eyes  of  the  people. 

Georgia,  Tennessee  and  Maryland  have  been  using  this  system 
for  some  time  and  it  has  proved  very  successful. —  The  Christian  Sci- 
ence Monitor. 


Princeton,  N.  J.,  Dec.  19. — Princeton  University  may  have  a 
course  of  military  instruction  during  the  second  term,  if  the  plans 
now  under  way  take  definite  shape.  The  movement  started  with  a 
small  body  of  the  students  who  submitted  a  petition  to  the  faculty  re- 
questing that  such  a  departure  be  made.  A  committee  of  the  faculty 
was  appointed  and  it  announced  that  if  a  sufficient  number  of  stu- 
dents was  behind  the  movement  it  would  report  favorably.  Nearly 
500  students  have  signed  the  paper  approving  the  formation  of  a  mil- 
itary company  and  it  looks  now  as  if  the  course  would  be  begun  in 
February. 

If  the  plan  goes  through,  the  government  will  send  an  army  offi- 
cer here  and  supply  rifles,  belts,  bayonets  and  ammunition.  The  stu- 
dents will  buy  their  uniforms  at  a  nominal  cost.  Membership  in  the 
student  company  will  be  purely  voluntary,  and  will  in  no  way  entail 
any  compulsion  in  time  of  war.  Only  little  attention  will  be  paid  to 
close  order  drill  and  the  training  will  be  principally  of  a  practical 
character.  Outdoor  work  will  be  held  in  the  spring,  when  extended 
maneuvers  and  actual  wartime  conditions  will  be  reproduced.  En- 
gagements between  hostile  forces  will  add  to  the  interest.  Proper 
handling  of  a  rifle  will  be  taught  together  with  target  practice. — The 
Wheeling  Register.

Southern  K  A  is  the  first  fraternity  to  enter  Maryland  Agricul- 
tural College,  near  Washington,  D.  C.  It  now  has  a  closely  linked 
chain  of  chapters  at  Delaware  State  College,  Johns  Hopkins  Univer- 
sity, Maryland  Agricultural  College,  and  George  Washington  Uni- 
versity, these  four  being  near  five  chapters  in  Virginia,  which  should 
make  Kappa  Alphas  pretty  numerous  in  that  part  of  the  country. — 
The  Scroll  of  $  A  0. 


The  Signet  of  ^  S  K  gives  the  following  summary  of  the  more 
important  business  transacted  by  the  recent  convention  of  that  fra- 
ternity at  Albany,  New  York : 

1.  That  no  liquor  be  allowed  at  the  national  convention  of 
the  fraternity,  and  that  in  view  of  the  evils  of  intoxicating  li- 
quors their  use  be  discouraged  at  all  functions  representing  Phi 
Sigma  Kappa. 

2.  That  a  charter  of  Phi  Sigma  Kappa  be  granted  to  the 
Pylon  Club  of  the  University  of  Michigan. 

3.  That  it  is  the  sense  of  the  Convention  that  membership 
in  Theta  Nu  Epsilon  or  similar  organizations  is  against  the  best 
interests  of  Phi  Sigma  Kappa,  and  is  therefore  to  be  discour- 
aged. 

4.  That  Mr.  F.  H.  Jacobson  of  Chicago  be  initiated  as  an 
honorary  member  of  Alpha  Deuteron  chapter. 

5.  That  in  order  to  establish  a  sinking  fund  for  the  sup- 
port of  a  permanent  paid  secretary,  the  following  amendment 
to  the  constitution  be  adopted:  "Each  brother  in  active  mem- 
bership on  March  1st  of  each  year  shall  pay  a  sum  of  five  dol- 
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lars  into  a  sinking  fund  until  the  income  therefrom  be  sufficient 
to   compensate   a  paid   secretary " 

6.  That  hereafter  the  Council  shall  purchase  all  pins,  the 
same  to  be  sold  to  the  chapters  at  the  price  now  paid,  assigning 
the  profit  thus  made  either  to  the  fund  for  the  salary  of  a  field 
secretary  or  to  such  other  fund  as  the  Council  may  select. 

7.  That  a  scholarship  trophy  fund  be  established,  to  be 
administered  by  three  trustees  appointed  by  the  President. 

8.  That  the  meeting  of  Phi  Sigma  Kappa  men  at  San  Fran- 
cisco in  1915  be  designated  as  the  "Western  Conclave." 

9.  That  the  General  Convention  in  1916  be  held  in  Williams- 
town. 

10.  That  the  Council  be  directed  to  take  immediate  steps 
Ko  copyright  the  design  of  the  fraternity  pin. 

11.  And  that  it  be  resolved:  "that  it  is  the  sense  of  this 
Convention  that  the  establishment  at  the  several  universities 
of  a  system  of  comparative  scholastic  standing  of  Greek  letter 
societies  and  social  clubs  ...  is  desirable,  and  that  the 
secretary  communicate  with  the  faculties  of  the  several  uni- 
versities where  there  are  chapters  of  Phi  Sigma  Kappa,  advis- 
ing them  of  this  action." 


Members  of  ^  A  ©  are  at  the  head  of  8  of  the  76  institutions  at 
which  the  Fraternity  has  chapters — a  record  which  we  believe  is  un- 
equalled. The  names  of  these  educational  leaders  and  the  institu- 
tions of  which  they  are  Presidents  are  as  follows:  G.  P.  Benton, 
University  of  Vermont;  A.  J.  Roberts,  Colby  College;  H.  L.  Smith, 
Washington  and  Lee  University;  W.  L.  Y.  Pickard,  Mercer  Uni- 
versity; J.  N.  Powers,  University  of  Mississippi;  F.  W.  Hinitt, 
Washington  and  Jefferson  College;  Alston  Ellis,  Ohio  University; 
M.  A.  Brannon,  University  of  North  Dakota. — The  Scroll  of  <I>  A  ©. 
^  The  club  system  at  Harvard  has  been  unique  of  its  kind,  con- 
sisting in  seven  final  clubs  (local)  ;  four  semi-final,  or  waiting  clubs, 
also  clubs ;  five  national  fraternities ;  and  a  number  of  independent  lo- 
cal clubs  of  more  or  less  importance.  Of  these  purely  social  clubs, 
the  eleven  first  mentioned  constitute  the  so-called  aristocracy.  Be- 
sides these  are  Stylus  and  Signet,  two  more  or  less  literary  clubs.  Sty- 
lus for  sophomores,  and  Signet  for  juniors;  the  Institute,  a  purely 
honorary  club,  taking  one  hundred  members  from  each  sophomore 
class,  closely  allied  with  D.  K.  E.,  which  consists  of  the  first  eighty 
men  of  the  Institute.  These  take  their  men  throughout  the  year  in 
groups  of  ten.  The  Hasty  Pudding  is  an  old  honorary  society  for 
juniors  and  seniors,  initiating  about  a  hundred  from  a  class. 

Of  these  purely  social  clubs,  all  have  been  accustomed  to  initiate 
freshmen,  except  six  of  the  final  clubs,  the  final  club  that  has  depart- 
ed from  this  rule  being  Digamma.  The  four  semi-final  clubs  have 
made  up  their  memberships  almost  entirely  from  the  freshmen  class, 
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and  the  fraternities  and  independent  local  clubs  have  taken  their  men 
at  any  time  when  most  convenient. 

This  year  inaugurates  a  change.  With  the  advent  of  the  fresh- 
man doritories  has  come  a  movement  for  the  strengthening  of  class 
spirit,  and  part  of  the  policy  formed  by  President  Lowell  has  been  to 
keep  "club  dope"  away  from  the  freshmen.  With  this  end  in  view, 
and  in  accordance  with  his  wish,  all  of  the  clubs  have  now  formed  an 
agreement  not  to  pledge,  rush,  nor  initiate  freshmen.  The  eleven 
final  and  semi-final  clubs  have  gone  farther  than  this.  They  have 
formed  an  agreement  among  themselves  not  to  approach  men  until 
the  fourth  Monday  of  their  sophomore  year.  These  clubs  have  also 
changed  the  Institute  and  ''Dickey,"  which  they  control,  by  amalga- 
mating the  two  into  one  club  alone,  and  increasing  its  membership  to 
one  hundred  and  fifty,  to  be  taken  in  by  groups  of  fifteen,  beginning 
as  early  as  possible  in  the  sophomore  year. 

These  clubs,  after  having  perfected  their  agreement,  have  invited 
the  fraternities  and  locals  to  become  party  to  It,  but  as  it  is  extremely 
unlikely  that  they  will  open  up  the  terms  of  the  agreement  for  furth- 
er debate,  this  extension  of  representation  does  not  seem  likely  to  be 
achieved. 

Kappa  Sigma  at  Harvard  has  always  been  in  the  custom  of  tak- 
ing men  whenever  the  time  seemed  ripest,  which  has  generally  been 
during  their  sophomore  year.  Our  freshmen  have  been  few  and  oc- 
casional at  the  most,  and  we  have  heartily  concurred  with  President 
Lowell's  plans,  agreeing  with  the  office  to  leave  the  first  year  men 
alone  altogether.  In  an  institution  as  large  and  varied  as  Harvard  It 
Is  well  to  give  the  new  men  an  opporunlty  to  settle  Into  their  places 
in  their  class  before  approaching  them  concerning  clubs.  However, 
it  is  distinctly  to  our  advantage,  largely  financially,  to  get  men  as  ear- 
ly as  possible  In  the  year,  and  for  this  reason,  the  agreement  among 
the  clubs  to  leave  sophomores  alone  for  a  month  or  more,  cannot  meet 
with  our  entire  approval.  The  fine  points  of  the  question  will  have 
to  be  settled  later. — The  Caduceus  of  K  S. 


William  Ralmond  Baird  has  published  for  B  0  n  a  ''Who's  Who." 
The  work  Is  entitled  "Betas  of  Achievement:  Being  brief  biographi- 
cal records  of  members  of  the  Beta  Theta  PI  who  have  achieved  dis- 
tinction in  various  fields  of  endeavor."  Sketches  of  about  sixteen 
hundred  Betas,  living  and  dead,  who  have  attained  prominence,  are 
set  forth,  and  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  portraits  are  given. 

Sixteen  of  Columbia's  twenty-three  fraternities  have  signed  an 
Interfraternity  agreement  with  seven  provisions.  The  first  provides 
that  only  bona  fide  students  of  the  University  be  pledged.     Secondly, 
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no  pledge  is  to  be  made  before  the  Monday  following  the  first  Wed- 
nesday in  November,  or  offered  before  the  first  Wednesday  of  that 
month.  (3)  Fraternities  may  not  withdraw  during  the  current  year, 
but  may  withdraw  for  the  next  year  if  notice  is  given  before  March 
I.  (4)  Between  the  offering  and  the  accepting  of  the  pledge  no 
student  is  to  be  admitted  to  any  of  the  fraternity  houses.  (5)  Any 
illegal  pledge  shall  be  deemed  invalid.  (There  is  room  for  some 
acrimonious  disputes  here).  (6)  No  person  below  the  grade  of  C- 
D  to  be  initiated.  (7)  A  Council  composed  of  one  delegate  from 
each  fraternity  party  to  this  agreement  shall  constitute  the  body  to 
administer  these  rules. 

The  fraternities  in  the  agreement  are:  Alpha  Chi  Rho, 
Alpha  Delta  Phi,  Beta  Theta  Pi,  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon,  Delta  Psi, 
Delta  Tau  Delta,  Delta  Upsilon,  Phi  Gamma  Delta,  Phi  Kappa  Psi, 
Phi  Kappa  Sigma,  Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon,  Sigma  Chi,  Zeta  Psi,  Zeta 
Beta  Tau,  Theta  Delta  Chi,  and  one  other  organization. — The  Gar- 
net and  White  of  A  X  P. 


Prof.  Francis  W.  Shepardson,  in  an  account  in  Beta  Theta  Pi, 
of  the  installation  of  B  ©  11  at  Kansas  State  College,  tells  of  serenad- 
ing the  sorority  houses  with  the  following  song : 

**How'd  you  like  to  be  a  Beta  sweetheart? 
How'd  you  like  to  wear  a  Beta  pin? 
How'd  you  like  to  gaze  upon  the  diamond. 
Gem  of  gems  that  ne'er  grow  dim? 
How'd  you  like  to  share  a  Beta  friendship. 
Friendship  that  will  last  through  life? 
How'd  you  like  to  love  a  Beta  always? 
And  how'd  you  like  to  be  a  Beta  wife?" 

The  University  of  Kansas  representatives  at  the  installation  took 
the  song  back  to  Lawrence,  and  there  one  of  the  girls  made  the  fol- 
lowing answer: 

"How'd  I  like  to  be  a  Beta  sweetheart? 

To  wear  the  colors  dear,  just  pink  and  blue? 
How'd  I  like  to  have  a  Beta  pin,  dear  ? 
I'd  like  it,  if  the  pin  belonged  to  you. 

How'd  I  like  to  gaze  upon  the  diamond 

Where  prison'd  shine  the  cresent  rainbow's  hue? 

I'd  wear  it  as  a  pledge  of  faith  undying.

We  are  called  upon  to  record  to  you  the  history  of  a  period, 
which  above  all,  the  dark  age  of  the  college  year,  and  we  grope  about 
in  a  wild  endeavor  to  say  something  of  real  interest  to  the  fraternity 
at  large.  The  mid-year  examinations  have  just  reached  a  conclusion, 
and  as  I  write  none  of  us  are  able  to  say  anything  positive  about  the 
merits  we  have  gained  in  the  past  four  months,  but  hopefully  hold 
our  hands  in  patience  for  the  formal  report  of  the  sometimes  steely 
cold  faculty.

Speaker  Johnson's  private  secretary,  Hon.  Charles  Alexander 
Sutton  was  a  member  of  the  West  Virginia  legislature  of  19 13,  and 
he  was  one  of  the  hottest  henchmen  of  the  Hon.  Nathan  Goff  for 
United  States  Senator. 

Charles  Alexander  Sutton,  by  way  of  change,  or  looking  possibly 
ahead  a  few  years,  chose  to  be  born  on  a  farm  in  the  county  of  Har- 
rison. Something  strange  how  these  statesmen  do  like  to  be  born  on 
a  farm.  It  matters  not  as  to  what  fields  they  may  stray  in  their  nia- 
turer  year — what  calling,  trade  or  profession  htey  may  pursue  there- 
after. They  were  one  and  all  born  on  the  farm  and  there  got  their 
start.  Charles  Alexander  imbibed  deeply  from  the  local  Pierian 
springs ;  slaked  his  thirst  for  further  knowledge  in  the  West  Virginia 
Conference  Seminary,  learning  all  there  w^as  there  to  be  learned  with 
the  class  of  1904;  and  sighing  for  more  intellectual  worlds  to  con- 
quer, took  the  law  course  at  the  State  University,  class  ot  1907.
